TEMPERS SHORT, TENSION HIGH

One symptom of increasing tension came 
in a display of partisanship late this aft- 
ernoon in the House. It is the custom in 
the closing days of a session for every- 
body who can do so to secure leave to 
print by making a speech of from ten sec- 
ends to half a minute, ostensibly on some 
bill which is in Committee of the Whole. 

Usually great quantities of these ostensi- 
ble speeches are made, and The Record 
continues to be published for a fortnight 
or so after adjournment. In that fort- 
night these Congressmen are filling up 
The Record with articles, purporting to be 
speeches, which never were delivered, and 
every one of which is a campaign docu- 
ment, 

In most cases these so-called speeches 
consist solely of newspaper editorial arti- 
cles and other documents which the politi- 
cians think they would like to circulate 
without having to put postage stamps on 
them, 

Nominally the Alaskan Delegate bill was 
before the House this afternoon for debate. 
Not a single speech, however, was deliv- 
ered upon the bill itself. Speakers were 
recognized for the space of a minute or half 
a minute eath. They would arise and say: 
“Mr. Chairman, I ask leave to extend my 
remarks in ‘The Record.” 

These speeches were being rushed through 
at a rapid rate when Mr. Williams of Mis- 
sissippi startled the House by rising and 
saying: “‘Mr. Chairman, I object to the 
publication of any speech which has not 
bee. delivered unless its subject matter re- 
lates to the Alaskan Delegate bill.’’ 

The Republicans instantly discerned an 
attempt on the part of the Democratic 
leader to cut off their supply of campaign 
material. The next applicant was a Demo- 
crat, and Mr, Williams made no objection, 
but the Republican leaders arose as one, 


demanded, all shouting at once. 

“I was going to object to all such appli- 
cations, Democratic as well as Republic- 
an,” saié Mr. Williams, *‘ but as you have 
got two speeches past me, and I can 't get 
them out of Lhe Record, Tl let the Defiit- 
crats have an equal chance.’ 

The Republicans interpreted this as 
meaning that the campaign material could 
go on, and made no objection, while a 
dozen or so Democrats got in alleged 
speeches. Mr. Williams let a few Repub- 
licans do the same to even up. Then Mr. 
Lacey, (Rep., Iowa,) who wanted to pub- 
lish Secretary Shaw’s recent speech on 
trusts, nonchalantly announced his pur- 
pose. Mr, Williams left his seat, waiked 
down the aisle, smiled pleasantly at Mr. 
Lacey, and said, *‘ I object.” 

Then there was an uproar. One or two 
more Republicans tried it, but Williams 
objected every time. The Republicans 
were furious, and their leaders were all 
talking at once, while Chairman Perkins 
steadily crashed his gavel over the commo- 
tion. 

‘‘ Why,” shrieked Gen. Grosvenor, “ eight 
or ten Democrats have got their campaign 
material*in, and now you are seeking to 
choke us off.’’ 

The Democrats began rushing from the 
cloak rooms to .Williams’s support, and 
Mr. Gaines of Tennessee, rushing down the 
aisle, shouted: 

“In those eight or ten speeches we are 
trying to catch up to the gentleman from 
Ohio.”’ : 

“We are trying to even up,” said Mr. j 
Williams, with an amiable smile, “‘ for those 
twenty-seven pages printed by the gentle- 
man from Ohio, but never delivered; wherein 
he plastered the President with union j 
labels.”’ 

**“Do you know how many times you have 
got into The Record yourself?”’ shouted 
Grosvenor, reaching into his desk for a big 
book and opening it. ‘* Two hundred and 
eight times up to this morning.’ 

“Yes,” said Williams, “and every one of } 
those contributions was a speech actually | 
delivered by me upon this floor. Neither 
is there any speech printed by me which 
was written by somebody else.”’ 

The Democrats understood this as an in- 
sinuation that the President wrote Gros- 
venor’s speech about Mr. Roosevelt’s labor 
record, and they applauded thunderously, 
About'half the members were on their feet 
by this time, and things looked squally. 

“That's the reason we want leave to 
print,” yelled Mr. Mann, (Rep., Ili.), ** be- 
cause you’ve taken up so much time with 
your actually delivered speeches.” 

““Why, you’ve got time,” said Williams, 
sweetly. ‘You can stay here to July if 
you ean get over your wild desire to ad- 
journ.’’ 

Lacey pleaded so hard that Williams 
finally let him renew his request. Instant- 
ly Mess#s. James of Kentucky and Gaines 
of Tennessee objected. 

From that time on little courtesy wes 
manifested by either side. Objections were 
heard the moment anybody from either side 
asked for permission to’ do anything, and 
the tension became greater every moment. 
The climax was reached when Gaines 
moved to strike out the last word of an 
amendment to the bill, and Lacey, at- 


tempted to object. He found out that he 
could not Go it, and he shouted: 

** You'll have to talk on the subject mat- 
ter of the bill, though. If you ta:k on any- 
thing else I'll object.” 

When adjournment came feeling was high 
and hot on both sides, and trouble is pre- 
dicted for to-morrow.

AGREE ON N. Y. POST OFFICE. 


Conferrees Approve Bill for Pennsyl- 
vania Site—Space Cut Down. 
Special +> The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 25,—The conferrees 
on the Post Office Appropriation bill met 
this morning and quickly came to an 


sites in New York City. The compromise 
proposition advanced by the Merchants’ 
Association of New York in regard to the 
Pennsylvania Station Post Office site was 
presented by the House conferrees, and an 
amendment framed by Representative 
Gardner of New Jersey, one of the con- 
ferrees, was adopted. 

This amendment cuts down the amount 
of ground to be taken for a Post Office 
building to an even 100,000 square feet, a 
reduction of $5,000 feet from the original 
plan. All the details of the final trans- 
fer are left to be worked out by the law 
officers of the Government and the rail- 
road company. 

The conferrees expressed the opinion that 
abundant space had been provided for the 
Post Office Building, and that a magnifi- 
cent building could be erected on it. There 
was a feeling among the conferrees that 
ultimately New York will want a large cen- 
tral Post Office Building, and that these 
two new buildings will not prove sufficient 
for the postal business that will develop in 
the course of the next decade. 

These two offices are therefore to be pro- 
vided as branch offices and in the nature 
of distributing mail stations to expedite 
the handling of mails from inland and 
those going abroad. The area around the 
building space will also belong in fee to the 
Government, the railroad company having 
an easement for light and air. 

The Government will be able to secure | 
ample light for its own building by in- 
creasing the street width on all sides. The 
price agreed on is $1,660,000. The confer- 
ence report was made to the Senate to-day, 
and will be adopted to-morrow. It was 
agreed to in the House.

The House provision for a twenty-five- 
year lease from the New York Central Rail- 
road in New York City of postal facilities 
at its terminal, at an annual rental not to 
exceed $90,000, is retained in the bill. 

The conferrees’ agreement as to rural free 
delivery carriers accepts the original House 
proposition to grade carriers. The carriers 
may carry merchandise for hire, under such 
regulations as the Kostmaster General may 
prescribe, for and upon the request of 
patrons residing upon their respective 
routes, whenever the same shall not inter- 
fere with the proper discharge of their 
official duties. 


TORNADO SWEEPS SOUTHWEST. 


Seventeen Persons Killed and/Many In- 
- Jured—Heavy Property Damage. 


{ 

PRYOR CREEK, Indian Territory, April 
25.—Six persons were killed by a tornado 
which swept through the country about 
four miles south of here last night. The 
dead. include John Abbott, his wife, and 
two children; Albert Dealy, aged six — j 
and Lucy Bitting, aged eight years. Al- | 
bert Dealy was probably fatally hurt, and | 
Leopold Bitting had both legs broken. 

The storm started near Chouteau, on the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Road, eight 
miles from here, and swerved to the north- 
east, cutting a path from half a mile to a i 
mile wide and about twenty miles long. 
The Abbott house was demolished and the 
four members of the family were instantly 
killed. i 

At Grand River, eight miles further on, 
the Bitting house was demolished, the tor- 
nado killing Lucy Bitting and breaking |} 
both the legs of her father. The tornado 
thn passed into the Flint Hills, east of | 
the river, and tore a strip through the 
woods as clean cut as though made by 
woodchoppers. 

The same storm reached Fairland, and | 
half a dozen business blocks were destroyed | 
and seven persons killed outright there, 
The dead are Mrs. Mary Lamar, Mrs. John 
Lemaster, Arthur Brought, Elijah Russell, 


+ his wife, and two children. 


HOUSTON, Tex., April 25.—A tornado 
passed three miles east of Mexia, Tex., to- 
day, demolishing four houses. Miss Jennie 
Shanks was probably fatally injured and 
1 all of the members of the Shanks family 
were hurt. W. E. Bonner and his daughter 
were blown from a carriage and seriously 
hurt. The storm also struck Moun‘ Ver- 
non with terrible force. Eleven houses 
were blown down. The residence of J. H. 
Majors, Vice President of the First Na- 
tional Bank, was completely demolished. 
Mrs. Majors was seriously and Mr. Majors 
and Mrs. C. P. Harp somewhat injured. 
Trees, fences, and telephone wires were 
blown down and other damage was done. 
The path of the storm was very narrow, 
and it passed over a thinly populated part 
of the town, or the damage would have 
been much greater.

Gov. Odell reached New York from 
Washington last night and went to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, where his wife and 
daughter, who had come straight through | 
to New York from Old Point Comfort, were 
awaiting him.

Among the politicians who were in the 
corridor of the Fifth Avenue to greet and 
consult with the Governor were William 
Halpin, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Republican County Commit- 
tee; Edward Lauterbach, Abraham Gru- 
ber, and Senator Elsberg. 

The Governor said that he had enjoyed 
and benefited by his sojourn at Old Point 
Comfort, and was now prepared to settle 
down to a consideration of the thirty-day 
bills. Asked about his visit to Washington 
and his talk with the President, the Gov- 
ernor said: 

“The President and I had a very pleas- 
ant talk. We went over the political situa- 
tion, ang I found him cheerful over the 
outlook.” 

“Does the impression still prevail in 
Washington that the President can get | 
along without the electoral vote of New 
York?” 

“I think we had better have it. The 
New Ycerker, you know, always thinks no 
party can afford to lose New York.” 

The Governor said it had not been defi- ; 
nitely settled that Elihu Root was to be | 
the temporary Chairman of the | 
Convention and that ex-Gov. Black was to | 
make the nominating speech for the Presi- | 
dent, but he indicated that it was likely | 
that Mr. Root and Mr. Black would offi- 
ciate in the capacities mentioned. 

The Governor said that no decision had 
yet been reached by President Roosevelt 
and his advisers with regard to the Chair- 
manship of the National Committee. 

With regard to the Remsen Gas Dill, all ;

and he would carefully weigh the argu- 
ments made on both sides.

Circus Parade Delayed Divorce.

A mob began forming soon after his ar- 
rest, and to-night there are several hun- 
dred excited men, all heavily armed, gath- 
ered around the jail, which is situated im- 
mediately in front of the State Executive 
Mansion. 

Open declarations are made that the negro 


will be taken from the jail and burned. 
The leader of the mob has been selected. 
He is a well-known saloon man and gambler 
of Austin. The arrival of a large delegation 
of men from Manor and other localities of 
the eastern part of the county near the 
scene of the murder is awaited before 
making an attack on the jail. 

Gov. Lanham has ordered o the two 
local companies of State militia to protect 
the prisoner. The Gatling gun squad, 
which operates two Gatling guns, is also in 
readiness for the attack of the mob. If an 
attempt is made to get the prisoner a num- 
ber of persons probably will be killed.

DALLAS, Texas, April 26.—A bulletin 
from Austin at midnight states that a mob 
of 3,000 farmers is in the city and only 
lacks a leader in order to make an attempt 
to storm the jail. Bloodshed is expected 
before morning. The mob is crowding so 
hard on the three companies of soldiers 
that they are holding them off at the point 
of the bayonet. 


JOHN K. COWEN IS DEAD. 


Ex-President of Baltimore and Ohio 
Passes Away in Chicago. 
CHICAGO, April 25.—John K. Cowen, ex- 
President of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, died to-night, at the residence of his 
sister, Mrs. A. H. Seelye, in Chicago. 
Mr. Cowen’ had been ill for over four 


months with heart trouble. For some time 
his illness had been expected to terminate 
fatally although the end to-night came 
suddenly. 


John King Cowen, lawyer and railroad of- 
ficial, was born at Millersburg, Ohio, Oct. 
28, 1844. He taught school in his native 
town in his early manhood, and then en- 
tered Princeton, from which he was grad- 
uated at the head of his class in 1866. He 
studied law at the University of Michigan, 
and was admitted to practice at Canton, 
Ohio, in 1868, William McKinley being one 
of his examiners. 

He practiced in Mansfield, Ohio, for a 
time, and entered railroad practice as coun- 
sel for the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in

1896 to 1899. 

He was a member of Congress in 1885, 
as a free trader, being opposed by the Gor- 
man wing of the party. He was re-elected 
to Congress in 1894. He supported Cleve- 
land in 1892 and McKinley in 1896. He had 
a large legal practice as head of the firm 
of Cowen, Cross & Bond of Baltimore. 


SENATORS DISCUSS SCHWAB. 


Mr. Aldrich Calls His Steel Rail Letter 
a Piece of Stock Jobbery. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Senator Ba- 
con to-day discussed the sale in foreign 
countries of American products at a less 
price than the same products are sold 
in the United States. He read a letter 
from Charles M. Schwab to H. C. Frick 
giving the cost of manufacturing steel 
rails, which Mr. Bacon said showed that 
the ‘“‘trust’’ needed no protection against 
English steel manufacturers. The letter 
said rails could be sold at a profit at $16 
per ton. 

“It will be very difficult to convince 
pig iron producers of Alabama and sur- 
rounding States who have been receiving 
$18 and $20 for their iron,” said Mr. 
Aldrich, ‘‘ that the statement is correct.’’ 

“That is information given by Mr. 
Schwab in a private letter,’”’ said Mr. Ba- 
con. 

“I don’t care how private it is,’’ ex- 
claimed Mr. Aldrich, “‘ he can be mistaken 
as well as anybody else. What he states 
there is absolutely untrue and absurd.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich deglared Mr. Schwab's let- 
ter to be merely a part of a stock-jobbing 
affair, to which Mr. Bailey replied that 
““Mr, Schwab is as reputable and truthful 
as any man who ever filched money from 
the pockets of the people through a pro- 
tective tariff.”

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VLADIVOSTOK SHIPS

Squadron Reaches Gen-San and 
Sinks Japanese Steamer. 


IT MAY BE INTERCEPTED. 


Japanese Squadron Was Reported Ten: 
Days to be About to 
Sail for Vladivostok.

TOKIO, April 25.—Three Russian war- 
ships and two torpedo beats-entered Gen- 
San.harbor to-day.

In 
the afternoon the torpedo boats sank a 
Japanese merchant steamer; the Goyo 
Maru, of 371 tons.

The cruisers Rossia and Gromoboi. of the 
Viadivostok squadron participated in the 
attack on Gen-san. They were accompanied 
by a third cruiser, not yet identified, and 
by two torpedo boats. ‘Later they entered 
the harbor, ordered the crew of .the Goyo’ 
ashore, and then sank her: . 

A detachment of marines was landeéed,..but 
was recalled, and the warships steamed 
outside the harbor. The Japanese and 
many Koreans fled when the Russians ap- 
proached. 

Late telegrams say. that the’ Russian 
squadron rémains. off the harbor of Gen- 
san. 

It is thought in Tokio that this Russfan 
naval movement was made in the hope-of 
intercepting some unprotected Japanese 
troop ships. It is not’ believed that the 
squadron will remain at Gen-gan long. 


There have been many rumors of the 
Russian Vladivostok squadron leaving port, 
bu: so far as is known they remaine@ at 
Vladivostok after they had made a dash 
out soon after the war began and sank a 
Japanese merchant steamship in the neigh- 
borhood of Tsugaru Strait. 

Ten days ago a telegram from Nagasaki 
reported that a squadron commanded by 
Aumiral Kamimura was to sail for Vladi- 
vostok. It is, therefore, possible that the 
Russian ships will be intercepted before 
the. reach their port. 

Gen-san is on the'eastern coast of Korea, 
about 350 miles southwest of Vladivostok, 
an? due east of Ping-yang, where the 
greater part of the Japanese troops now 
on the Yalu have been landed. A Russian 
force recently made a raid in Korea in the 
direction of Gen-san, where there is a 
lerge Japanese colony. 

The Vladivostok squadron consists of the 
finest and most. powerful cruisers in the 
Russian navy—the armored vessels Rossia, 
Gromboi, and %urik, and the protected 
vessel Bogatyr. It is probably the first 
three which have left Vladivostok and 
reached Gen-san. The tonnage of the 
Rossia is 12,200, that of the Gromboli 
12,334, and that of the Rurik 11,000. The 
two first named have a speed of 20 knots 
and the Rurik a speed of 18 knots. Each 
ot the three vessels has four 8-inch, six- 
teen 6G-inch, and numerous smaller guns, 


PLANS FOR BALTIC FLEET. 


‘Wirenius Hopes It Will Sail for the 
Far East in July.

Admiral Wirenius does not believe that 
the Japanese will venture to risk a naval 
battle on the high seas with sych a pow- 
erful squadron. They have already, he 
affirms, suffered serious losses, which 
they carefully conceal, 


JAPANESE FORCE ACROSS YALU. 


Kuropatkin Reports That a Detachment 
Is North of the River. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 25.—The Bm 
peror has received the following telegrams 
from Gen, Kuropatkin: ’ 

“Gen. Sassulitch reports, under date of 
April 24, that during recent days the Jap- 
anese have been observed landing pontoon 
material and collecting boats in prepara=- 
tion for the construction of bridges in the 
neighborhood of Wi-ju and also near the 
village of Sigou, ten miles further up the 
river. 

“On April 23 a Japanese detachment

“Gen. Sassulitch immediately reinforced | 
the cordons on our front.’

“All is quiet south of the Yalu.” 

Gen. Kuropatkin has played a strong card 
in the game of strategy. A large portion 
of Gen. Rennenkampff’s Cossack ca

ferce oi cavalry which crossed the Tumen 
some time ago is moving down to the 
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southwest, to effect a juncture with it. 
Together this force, which it is believed 
totals 2,000 men, will threaten Gen. Inouye’s 
left flank when the Japanese are ready to 
cross lower down on the Yalu. 

Being composed of cavalry, with a few 
mountdin guns, Rennenkampff’s force is 
extremely mobile. Unless it should be 
dislodged, it will compel the Japanese to 
leave a very strong army to guard the com- 
munications, If a Japanese force should 
be sent to drive it out it would have ‘to 
mayve directly away from the main army, 
while the Russians, if compelled to fall 
back, can recross in the direction of the 
Russiam troops concentrated in Manchuria, 

A dispatch from Port Arthur denies a re- 
port that 20,000 Japanese have landed at 
Dalny, 

The dispatch states that there is no 
change in the situation on the Liao-Tung 
Peninsula. 


MAY SUCCEED ALEXIEFF. 


Kuropatkin Likely to be Supreme Com- 
mander in the Far East. 


ST, PETERSBURG, April 25.—Gen. Kuro- 
patkin, it is believed in the highest mili- 
tary circles here, is destined to become 
Commander in Chief of all the Emperor’s 
forces, military and nayal, in the Far East. 

Admiral Alexieff may remain there for 
some little time as. Viceray, but his reign 
is considered practically ended. He will 
not be humiliated, but in order to effect 
harmonious relations a way will be found 
to secure his elimination. 

Admiral Skrydloff, in view of the minor 
réle which the fleet will play, has already 
expressed his willingness to accept the post 
of commander of the naval forces under 
Gen, Kuropatkin as Commander in Chief. 


NO SERIOUS FIGHTING YET. 


Gol. Vannovsky Says Neither Japanese 
Nor Russians Are Ready for It.

PARIS, April 25.—A St. Petersburg dis- 
patch reports an interview with Col. 
Vannovsky, formerly a military attaché 
in Japan. 

Col. Vannovsky thinks it will be some 
time before serious military operations 
begin on the Yalu. The Japanese, in his 
opinion, are far from having completed 
their concentration in Korea. They 
probably, he says, have three divisions 
of from 12,000 to 15,000 men each be- 
tween Ping-yang and the Yalu under 
command of Gen. Kuroki. 

The Second Army, now disembarking, 
is also composed of three divisions, under 
Gen. Oko. Thus at present the Japanese 
have not more than 85,000 men. 

Gens. Kuroki and Oko both served in 
the Chinese-Japanese war, but Col. Van- 
novsky looks for nothing extraordinary 
from them. Both are more than sixty 
years of age. 

The Russians, too, Col. Vannovsky 
says, are far from having completed their 
concentration. Their tactics will consist 
of waiting for a Japanese attempt to 
cross the Yalu, but the Japanese will per- 
haps follow the advice of the English and 
establish themselves in Korea. If they 
cross the Yalu it: will only be to satisfy 
public opinion in Tokio. 


HARBIN A PLAGUE CENTRE. 


Entire Absence of Sanitary Arrange- 
ments—No Municipal Administration.

PARIS, April 25.—A dispatch from 
Harbin gives a striking account of the 
horrible condition of the streets and the 
entire absence of sanitary arrangements 
in that town. 

At times the state of the streets is such 
that th: inhabitants are blockaded in 
their houses for two or three days, as it is 
impossible even for vehicles to pass 
through the deep mud. 

There is no municipal administration, 
and the Russian authorities have forgot- 
ten to pave the streets, organize a corps 
of scavengers, or make drains. All these 
requirements have been left to chance, 
and now the authorities have been over- 
taken by the war. 

Thus Harbin, which was visited by 
cholera two years ago, and which suffers 
from typhus every Summer, will proba- 
bly be the scene of an outbreak of plague 
this year. 

The wounded are brought from the 
South to be cared for at Harbin, and out 
of the enormous sums collected in Russia 
for their benefit 100,000f. must be set 
aside for sweeping, cleaning, and disin- 
fecting the town in order to render it a 
tclerable place of residence, as otherwise 
{it cannot during the Summer months be 
anything but a centre of contagion, 


WAR AS AN AID TO GERMANY. 


Dr. T. lyenaga Says That Country Will 
Benefit from Eastern Conflict. 


Lecturing on ‘‘ The Russo-Japanese Strug- 
gle” last night in Cooper Union, Dr. T. 
Iyenaga of the University of Chicago urged 
that Americans should oppose with all their 
might the present aims and tendencies of 
Russia in the Far East by taking upon 
themselves some of the responsibility for 
the integrity of China. 

“Suppose Russia should triumph over 
Japan, and, getting absolute control of all 
China, should try to monopolize all China’s 
industries and discourage the future growth 
of trade,” he said; “‘ what can America do 
then? It would be too late for you to wage 
war with Russia, for it would be prac- 
tically impossible to dislodge her from her 
position. You should make up your minds

He maintained that Germany would be 
the country most benefited by the war, be- 
cause: 

. “If Russia is beaten, as she surely will 
be, Germany will become virtually the 
master of the situation in Europe. By skill- 
ful manoeuvring she can elaim a. large 
share of the Asiatic booty.’”’

LONDON, April 25.—Russians resident 
in London are greatly interested in the 
published report that Sir Charles Har- 
dinge, the new British Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, will be the bearer of an 
important letter from King Edward to 
the Czar concerning the question of 


friendly mediation between Russia and 
Japan. 

The St. James's Gazette quotes a prom- 
inent Russian as Saying that before very 
long, perhaps, mediation may be oppor- 
tune, but the time is not yet ripe for such 
a development. Russia cannot entertain 
any suggestion of mediation until she has 
Satisfied her honor. 

Not until Japan has felt Russia's pow- 
er and has been taught what a great 
mistake she made, it is declared, can 
peace be restored. The Russian adds: 

“TI fully expect, however, that tve shall 
be in a position to consider the question 
cf mediation in the Autumn. By that 
time we shall have driven the Japanese 
out of Korea and our Emperor and our 
Government will no doubt be disposed to 
discuss terms of peace.”

ST. PETERSBURG, April 25.-The Asso- 
ciated Press is enabled to announce au- 
thoritatively that the talk of mediation in 
the Russo-Japanese war was founded upon 
the personal desire of King Edward and 
King Christian to avoid further bloodshed 
and end the conflict, but that the steps ini- 
tiated have utterly failed. 

The Emperor, with the full concurrence 
of the imperial family. and of his advisers, 
has firmly decided not only to reject all 
proposals looking to intervention, but to 
prosecute the war with all the resources of 
the empire until victory crowns the Rus- 
sian arms, and then, when the time comes 
for peace, to make terms directly with the 
enemy. The interference of outside powers 
will not be tolerated. There is to be no 
repetition of the Berlin Congress. 

Furthermore, The Associated Press is au- 
thorized to state that Russia will in no 
wise consider herself bound by the propo- 
sitions made to Japan prior to the war. 
The hostilities have wiped out the engage- 
ments Russia offered to make with Japan 
regarding Korea and Manchuria. 

Russia will consider herself free to im- 
pose such terms as she desires and is able 
to do. 

Exactly what form of mediation was con- 
templated, what steps were taken, and 
how far they progressed are not disclosed. 
All that can be stated with absolute posi- 
tiveness is that whatever has been done in 
the direction of ending the war was above 
the level of Cabinets and Chancelleries, and 
had its birth in the personal solicitations 
of the Emperor’s uncle and grandfather. 

It is known that after the disaster to the 
Petropaviovsk the King of Denmark wrote 
to the Emperor a letter of sympathy in 
which he expressed the hope thet a way 
could be found to avoid further bloodshed. 
Itwis presumed, although there is nothing 
absolute on this point, that the situation 
Was canvassed during the family reunion 
at Copenhagen, and that a “ballon d’es- 
sal’’ was put out in a friendly fashion from 
Paris. 

Whether a communication or a proposi- 
tion on the subject ever reached the Em- 
peror has not been learned, but it is certain 
that the matter reached such a stage as 
to compel its consideration and to induce 
the definite announcement made this after- 
noon that the war must be fought out to 
a finish, and that the powers must keep 
their hands off both during the war and 
during the peace negotiations at its con- 
clusion.

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TURKISH-GREEK AFFRAY. |POQR JEWS DEFENDED 


Greek Official Wounded at Smyrna— 
Warships Ordered There. 


ATHENS, April 25.—An affray between 
Turkish gendarmes and ‘Greeks has oc- 
curred at Smyrna, in which M. Delyannis, 
Secretary of the Greek Consulate, was 
slightly wounded. 

Serious complications may ensue. 
Greek squadron has sailed for Smyrna. 

It appears that M. Délyannis endeavored 
to open the shops of Greek merchants 
which had been closed for non-payment 
of taxes. This was opposed by the gend- 
armes, A struggle ensued, and M. Delyan- 
nis was wounded, and he fired on the 
gendarmes. 

The Turkish authorities imprisoned M. 
Delyannis and two Consulate guards, who 
were only released after the intervention of 
the French Consul. u 

The Ottohian Minister here, after a long 
conference with the Foreign Minister, 
promised full satisfaction for the affair. 

An official communiqué, issued to-night, 
says that M. Delyannis, acting in self- 
defense, fired several shots. 
Consul General proceeded to the office of 
the Ottoman Governor after the arrest of 
M. Delyannis and the Consulate guards, 
and found M, Delyannis there, bound and 
bleeding from his wounds. 

M. Delyannis was authorized to accom- 
pany the Consul General, but the soldiers 
prevented the departure of the two guards 
and unharnessed the horses from the Con- 
sul’s carriage. The guards were finally 
released, through the intervention of the 
French Consul, The communiqué adds: 

“A fleet is leaving this evening to en- 
gage in manoeuvres.” 


OGDEN PARTY AT TUSCALOOSA. 


Inspect the University After Visiting 
Calhoun and Montgomery.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., April 25.—The Rob- 
ert C. Ogden party arrived here this after- 
noon, having spent Sunday at Calhoun, in- 
specting a settlement where the Rev. Dr. 
Dillingham, a Miss Thorne, and a devoted 
band have labored for the uplifting of the 
hegroes, teaching the men, women, and 
children not only to read and write but 
how to farm. As a result of these efforts 
forty families are land owners, while almost 
as many will receive title after the next 
crops are sold. The women visitors were 
taken to the central buildings in a wagon 
drawn by six oxen, while the men rode on 
horses ana mules, escorted by 300 jet black 
men riding mules. 

After spending the night in the cars at 
Calhoun, the party went te Montgomery, 
where Mr. Ogden’s guests were driven 
through the city. They visited the State 
Normal Schools for Negroes, which is in 
charge of W. B. Patterson, a Scotchman. 
For many years he has had a standing offer 
of a five-dollar box of cigars for any per- 
son who could prove that a scholar of his 
had been convicted in a police court or was 
in a State penitentiary, and he has lost 
only one box. 

In the afternoon a visit was pald to the 
Alabama University at Tuscaloosa. The 
party were enthusiastically received, and 
addresses were made by the President, Dr. 
Abercrombie, and by the Mayor of Tus- 
caloosa and members of the party. 

Mr. Ogden and his guests will arrive to- 
morrow at Birmingham, Ala., for the con- 
ference on education in the South.

TRENTON, N. J., April 25.—As the result 
of an automobile accident last night George 
Holeombe, a well-known Trenton newspa- 
per man, died to-day, and Capt. E. Yarde- 
Breese of the Second Regiment, N. J. N. 
G., is still unconscious at the Mercer Hos- 
pital. Breese, who was driving, lost control 
because of a break in the machinery. The 
automobile ran into a ditch near the State 
Hospital for the Insane. 

Both the men were thrown from the 
front seat, fell on their heads, and sus- 
tained concussion of the brain. U. H. 
Hilson and D, B.* Lazier, who were on the 
rear seat, were hurled out and injured 
slightly. Breese’s recovery is a matter of 
doubt, as he may be injured internally.

IN HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Anti-Semitism Denounced in De- 
bate on Aliens Bill. 


MEASURE HOTLY ATTACKED 


Government Denies It Was Prompted by 
Dislike of Jews or Intended to Im- 
pair Right of Asylum. 


Special Cable to THe NEW YorK TIMES. 
LONDON, April 25.—Opposition to the 


Aliens bill, which developed during its 
discussion in the House of Commons to- 
day, was based largely on the belief that 


the measure was essentially anti-Se- 
mitic. Indeed it was alleged by some 
speakers that the bill actually had its 
origin in hatred of the Jews. 

Sir Charles Dilke, who opened the de- 
bate, in the course of his remarks said 
he was afraid that behind the measure, 
not in the House of Commons but in the 
country, was anti-Jewish feeling. It was 
infpossible to close one’s eyes to that 
fact. The principle of the right of asy- 
lum in the case of Jews, he said, ought to 
appeal strongly to Christians, at all 
events, as a proper exchange for the 
shameful, persecution of the past. 

Charles P. Trevelyan said there was 
among many people in Great Britain a 
frankly anti-Semitic movement which he 
deplored, and he believed the Aliens bill 
was a step in exactly the same direction 
which the Governments of Russia and 
Roumania had trodden, 

John Burns said the British were los- 
ing some of the characteristics of a free 
people, and nothing indicated this more 
than the fact that just because a few 
poor Jews came to England and worked 
at low wages and were supposed to be a 
nuisance to British workmen the pending 
bill was considered necessary. British 
workmen did not make half the com- 
plaints a faction of politicians nervous 
about their seats made. 

Other members expressed a similar 
view and all paid a tribute to the Jewish 
people and specially commended the care 
taken of poor Jews by Jewish charitable 
organizations. : 

Mr. Akers-Douglas, the Home Secre- 
tary, on behalf of the Government re- 
pelled the insinuation that the measure 
originated from a dislike of the Jews, 
whose merits he cordially recognized, he 
said. The problem which the House had 
to face could not be solved by legisla- 
tion to prevent sweating, for sweating 
was not the only evil to be dealt with. 
There was also the evil of congestion, 
especially in Stepney, where the state of 
things resulting from overcrowding was 
assuming proportions that threatened 
law and order, 

He confirmed what the previous speak- 
er had said as to the determination of 
the Government not to impair the right 
of asylum which had always been ac- 
corded political refugees. All that was 
intended was to prevent certain specified 
classes of undesirable aliens from settling 
here and causing inconvenience and suf- 
fering to the native population. 

An attempt to amend the bill was de- 
feated. 


FRANCO-ITALIAN ‘FRIENDSHIP. 


Emphasized in Speeches by M. Loubet 
and King Victor Emmanuel. 


ROME, April 25.—President Loubet went 
to the Pantheon to-day to lay wreaths on 
the tombs of King Victor Emmanuel II. 
and King Humbert. He was received by 
veterans of the Italian Army. The func- 
tion was of the most impressive nature, M. 
Loubet speaking to each of the veterans, 
some of whom wore medals gained while 
fighting in 1859 with the French against 
Austria. 

A gala dinner was given in honor of 
President Loubet at the Quirinal this even- 
ing. The President sat between King 
Victor Emmanuel and Queen Helena, and 
opposite the Count of Turin. One hun- 
dred covers were laid. 

The King, in proposing the health of 
President Loubet, said that the heart of 
Italy beat in unison with his own in wel- 
coming the representative of the generous 
French nation. Agreement between the 
Governments was easy, his Majesty said, 
and by contributing to the maintenance of 
peace and signing the arbitration and 
labor treaties they had guaranteed politi- 
cal and strengthened social peace. 

President Loubet, in expressing his grati- 
tude for his Majesty’s words and for the 
magnificent reception accorded to him by 
the Romans, declared that the affinities 
uniting the two countries would always 
keep them friends. Their governments had 
realized the necessity of settling the inter- 
ests of the countries in accord with the 
sympathies uniting them. Hence the con- 
clusion of the arbitration and labor treaties, 
in which, like the King, he recognized fresh 
pledges of political peace and fruitful in- 
struments of social progress. 

This evening there was a gala perform- 
ance at the Theatre Argentina. President 
Loubet and their Majesties on entering 
were received with great enthusiasm, and 
the ‘“‘ Marseillaise’’ and the Italian Royal 
March were frequently repeated. 

The report sent from Rome to Berlin of 
a plot against the life of President Loubet, 
and that an attempt had been made to as- 
sassinate him, is without foundation. 

The report may perhaps have originated 
in the fact that a French priest went to 
the office of the Italia, where, becoming 
excited, he cried that he had come to Rome 
to kill President Loubet. The editor of the 
Italia sent for the police, but before they 
arrived the priest had disappeared. All 
search for him has up to the present 
proved unavailing. Nobody, however, at- 
taches importance to the incident. 

Those surrounding the Pope assert that 


he has expressed his intention to protest 
against the visit of President Loubet to 


Rome. 


COL. DUERR TOO VIVACIOUS, 


Also Too Stubborn—Is, Therefore, Re- 
turning from South Africa. . 


BERLIN, April 25.—It is announced that 
Col. Duerr, who recently went to German 
Southwest Africa as commander of the 
expedition against the Hereros, is. return- 
ing to Germany, where he will arrive with- 
in a fortnight. a; 

The news causes much surprise and spec- 
ulation, as nothing has been heard of Col. 
Duerr being sick or. wounded. 

The Lokal Anzeiger intimates that the 
cause is friction between Col. Duerr end 
Col. Leutwein, the Governor of German 
Southwest Africa, the latter being of a 
cool, quiet temperament, while Col. Duerr 
is a mixture of vivacity and stubbornness.

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WHO, WANTS PARKS’ LOOSED ? 


Employers Will Fight Pardon Scheme— 
Archibald Also Protests. 


If a serious attempt is made to get a par- 
don for “Sam” Parks it will be opposed 
by the Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation. Charles L. Ejidlitz, President of 
the organization, said yesterday that he 
did not believe Gov, Odell would pay any 
attention to the petition of the Central Fed- 
erated Union. " 

“And I don’t believe the rank and file of 
the unions would like to see Parks let 
loose again,’’ he added. “If they would, it 
indicates that the restless spirit of the old 
walking delegates is getting the better of 
the workingmen again.” 

James P. Archibald, Secretary of the Dis- 
trict Council of the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers and a member of the Arbitration Com- 
mittee which finally brought about peace 
between the housesmiths and the Iron 
League, was indignant at the attempt to 
have Parks released. 

“Six weeks ago,” he said, ‘“‘I was ap- 
proached on the subject by a committee, 
and would have nothing to do with the 
matter. Why should the labor people want 
to have pardoned a man who brought dis- 
grace on the labor movement? If he were 
released it would make his crime appear 
so light that others would be encouraged to 
try the same. I don’t know who Is at the 
bottom of the movement, and I don’t care. 

“I think better of organized labor than 
to believe it would stand for the pardon 
of Parks. As to the sentimental idea that 
Parks is seriously ill, I don’t take any 
stock in it. If he ts sick, there is a good 
hospital in connection with the prison, but 
the last accounts I heard were that his 
health was improved.” 

Assistant District Attorney Rand, who 
conducted the prosecution of Parks, said: 

“There are three or four indictments 
still hanging over Parks. If he is par- 
doned, it is likely that these will be pressed. 
I think he is better off where he is.” 


YOUNG CRIMINALS SENTENCED. 


Four Boys Had Committed Twenty-six 
Burglaries. 


Four boys from fifteen to nineteen years 
old, who, the police said, committed twen- 
ty-six robberies before their arrest, were 
convicted of burglary in the second degree 
yesterday before Judge Newburger in Part 
IV., General Sessions. The three eldest 
boys were sent to Elmira Reformatory by 
Judge Newburger, but the youngest was 
turned over to the Children’s Society for 
an investigation before imposing a sentence. 

The four prisoners were: John Buckly, 
fifteen years old, of 872 Columbus Avenue; 
Robert Ward, seventeen years old, of 281 
West One Hundred and Thirty-first Street; 
John Dunlay, eighteen years old, of 306 
West One Hundred’ and Forty-third Street, 
and William Dexter, nineteen years old, of 
171 West BHighty-third Street. They were 
charged with breaking into the house of 
Charles Morrison, an artist, of 152 West 
Ninety-first Street, and taking silverware 
and clothes to the value of $241 on April 13. 

Judge Newburger declared that in his 
long experience with criminals he had 
never seen the equal of the four in the pre- 
cocity of their development in crime. + 


LIGHTS OUT, PISTOLS DRAWN. 


County Detectives Threatened to Shoot 
to Get Their Prisoners. 


County Detectives Reardon and O’Shea 
had a lively experience last evening in a 
saloon at 50 Rutgers Street in arresting 
Abe Bernstein, twenty-three years old, the 
bartender, on a charge of selling liquor to 
minors. According to Reardon, several 
complaints have been received at the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office about the place, and 
last evening he ‘and O’Shea watched the 
premises. They say they saw Lena Astland, 
thirteen ‘years old, enter the saloon, and 
saw Bernstein sell her a pint of beer. When 
she left the saloon the detectives placed 
Bernstein under arrest. 

According to the detectives Michael Kuku 
of 250 Clinton Street, the proprietor of the 
saloon, entered just as they placed Bernstein 
unc arrest. The jigni were atddenly 
put out, and several men in the place at- 
tacked the detectives, The officers drew 
their revolvers, and by threatening to shoot 
succeeded in restoring quiet. Kuku was then 
placed under arrest on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct and was taken with Bern- 
stein to the Madison Street Station, where 
the men were locked up. 


ACCIDENT ON A FERRYBOAT. 


Bursting Steam Pipe Injures Two Men 
and Alarms Passengers. 


The jam of passengers on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad ferryboat St. Louis, which 
left the Twenty-third Street slip at 1:35 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, were fright- 
ened as the boat neared the Jersey City 
side by the bursting of a steam tube, which 
filled the cabins with steam for ten min- 
utes and stopped the boat. William Kinde- 
ville, the fireman, and William Blackburn, 
his helper, were badly scalded by the 


steam and were taken to St. Francis’s Hos- 
pital, in Jersey ‘City. None of the passen- 
gers was injured. 

The bursting of the tube was heard all 
over the boat. The excitement was made 
more intense by the quick spread of the 
knowledge that some one had been hurt. 
Many women did not know what they were 
doing as they ran about, and men quieted 
them or tried to for the time that passed 
until the engineer had shut off the steam 
and the clouds cleared away.

The officer caught “ Hill,’’ and the 
others clung to him, weeping. His wife 
fainted on the sidewalk. 

A loca] tailor named Capocl came to 
Headquarters yesterday and asked that two 
of the girls, Bessie and Stella, be arrested, 
as he had made $40 suits for each of them 
and had not been paid. When they saw 
Capoci they threw their arms about his 
neck and kissed him, whereupon he relent- 
ed. Then they gave him back the gatments, 
and were set at liberty. 

Meanwhile Detective Atwell identified the 


father as a man Who had been living at 
Mount Vernon under the name of “ John 
Harris,”” Conrad W. Fals, a hotel-keeper 
of that place, said that the prisoner, callin 
himself ‘‘ Harris,’’ had swindled him out o 
an extensive board bill two months ago. 

“ Hill,""\ alias ‘“ Harris,’’ is said to be 
wanted on similar charges in New York 
and Pittsburg. 


COPPER CORPORATION ENDS. 


New York and Nevada Company Dis- 
solved by New Jersey Court. 


On motion of Attorney General Robert H. 
McCarter, Vice Chancellor Pitney, in Jer- 
sey City yesterday dissolved the New York 
and Nevada Copper Company, which was 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey. 
The company became involved about two 
years ago and two receivers were appoint- 
ed, one in New Jersey, the other in New 
York. The liabilities were placed at $165,- 
000. ‘The assets, consisting of the mines and 
plant in Nevada, were sold by the re- 
ceivers for $400,000. 

Frank McDermott, counsel for creditors, 
to whom he said the company still owed 
about $75,000, objected to the dissolution, 
but the Vice Chancellor said the receivers 
had ample funds to meet these claims. He 
would grant the order to dissolve because 
if the order was not granted before May 1 
the company would then have to pay to the 
State a franchise tax of $4,000. As the 
company is practically out of business now, 


he considered it unjust to the stockholders 
to subject them to this unnecessary ex- 
pense. 


- KILLED BY LEAKING GAS. 


Man and Wife Found Dead in Bed with 
Newspapers in Their Hands. 


Leaking illuminating gas caused the 
death of a man and woman at the French 
hotel kept by Lena Ple at 152 West Twen- 
ty-fifth Street Sunday night. The victims 
were Charles Minier, forty-two years old, 
and his wife, who was twelve years his 
junior. They were found dead in bed with 
Sunday newspapers in their hands at 9:30 
o’clock yesterday morning when they 
failed to respond to the landlady’s call. 

The gas jets in the room were burning, 
but the rubber tube leading to the gas stove 
had been disconnected, it is supposed, by 
one or the other stepping upon it in cross- 
ing the room, and the probability is that 
they were overcome while reading in bed. 

Minier had two trades. He was employed 


as a glove cutter in Plainfield, N. J., and 
played a French horn each evening. He 
was in the orchestra at Martin’s restaurant 
Sunday evening, and as has been his cus- 
tom for years when in the ¢ity took a room 
with his wife at Mrs. Ple's. The couple 
leave a daughter, Andrienne, eight years 
old, at 403 Humboldt Street, Union Hill,

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PRODUCE EXCHANGE 
BANK’S NEW HOME 


To be Erected at Corner of Broad- 
way and Beaver Street. 


PLANS PERFECTED SECRETLY 


Opposition of Neighboring Property 
Holder Causes Some Modifications— 
Building to Cost About $750,000. 


Work in connection with the razing of the 
old buildings at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Beaver Street, to provide a 
site for the new twelve-story home of the 
New York Produce Exchange Bank, will 
be begun next Monday. It is expected that 
the new building will be ready for occu- 
pancy within a year. 

The news of the bank’s removal from the 
Produce Exchange Building, where it was 
organized in 1884 on the completion of that 
structure, is surprising from the fact that 
the strictest secrecy has been maintained 
by the bank officials concerning their ven- 
ture, because of unexpected a‘fficulties en- 
countered in the form of opposition from 
one of the owners of the properties adjoin- 
ing the new bank site. 

As first planned, the new building was to 
have had its exterior diversified and cr- 
namented by a series of bays, projecting 
beyond the building line two feet and more. 
When these plans were submitted by Ern- 
est Flagg, the architect, to the Building De- 
partment, he was advised that these pro- 
jections could not be made until the con- 
sent of all the neighboring ewners had been 
secured. All but one of the owners ex- 
pressed their willingness to allow the de- 
sired bays to be used in the bank structure, 
one owner, however, holding out against 
it and insisting on his rights under the 
Building Code. 

Work has been delayed several months 
in the hope that this objection might be 
overcome, but at a meeting to be held to- 
day, it is understood that the Building 
Committee appointed by the »ank will vote 
to abandon all thought of securing the 
two-foot bays, and to have, instead, win- 
dows projecting only one foot beyond the 
building line, this much concession being 
allowable, 

The completed building will huve a foun- 
dation 16 feet below the eurb, affording 
room for only one basement. The plot 
itself is very irregular, with a frontage of 
73 feet on Broadway and 32 feet on Beaver 
Street. 

The architectural scheme of the exterior 
will be a mixture of the Renaissance style 
combined with souvenirs of the modern 
French school. The base will be of granite, 
extending to the first floor tevel, the heavy 
effect being continued to the third floor 
level by the use of Indiana limestone, a 
type of construction frequent in the larger ¥ 
commercial buildings and similar to that 
used in the new Times Building. The re- 
maining nine stories will. be faced with 
brick and ornamental iron, the cornice be- 
ing terra cotta with ornamental iren trim- 
mings. 

Although it has not been definitely set- 
tled, ft is expected that a brick similar in 
color to those used in the Produce Ex- 
change Building across the way will be 
used to avoid any conspicuous contrast be- 
tween the two structures. The lavish use 
of the ornamental iron, which will be col- 
ored green in imitation of bronze, will give 
the exterior a unique appearance among the 
skyscrapers down town, this material hav- 
ing been confined heretofore almost exclu- 
sively to use on hotels and semi-public 
buildings. 

Where the building makes a corner. the 
bay scheme will be carried out from the 
sidewalk to the roof, the whole corner be- 
ing sacrificed in order to get a rounded ef- 
fect. On the other two elevations the one- 
foot bays will begin at the fourth floor and 
continue to thé eleventh, the top floor be- 
ing elahorately ornamentéd with terra 
cotta and ironwork on the flat. 

The basement will be largely given over 


to space for four stores, an arcade being 
established by a basement entrance on 
Broadway at the extreme northerly end of 
the building, and a similar one on Beaver 
Street, at the extreme easterly line. Abun- 
dant light will be furnished by big win- 
dows along the Broadway front, and the 
fifteen-foot ceiling is expected to afford 
exceptionally good ventilation. 

The interior of the main floor will be the 
show place of the building, the bank occu- 
pying practically all of the 2,300 square 
teet of floor space, a narrow hall, stair- 
way, and elevator shaft being separated 
from the banking room proper by a solid 
stone partition, which will probably be of 
Parian marble. The finish of this floor, 
however, has not been finally settled, the 
only statement relative to the materials 
to be used being that ‘‘ they are to be the 
finest that can be procured.” 

The main entrance to the bank, which 
will be entirely separated from the rest of 
the building, will be through the rounded 
door at the corner of the two thorough- 
fares. Across the Broadway front, on a 
level with the second floor, will run a wide 
gallery* on which all the clerical work of 
the bank will be done. Two spiral -stair- 
Ways, one at each end of the gallery, will 
be made a feature of the room, the mate- 
rials to be used consisting of high-relief 
sculpture in an expensive metal, its exact 
kind not yet decided upon. Off the gallery 
a big vault for the deposit of the bank’s 
books only will be another unique feature. 
On the ground floor a Directors’ room and 
the main vault will occupy the space along 
the easterly line of the building, with the 
counters arranged in the form of an ellipse 
in the middle of the floor. The Broadway 
front will be pierced by four huge windows, 
each one 9 feet 6 inches in width and run- 
ning the ‘full height of the two floors. 

A typical floor plan of the ofice floors 
above shows a most economical arrange- 
ment of the space at the disposal of the 
architect. There will be only five offices 
on each floor, four fronting on Broadway 
and one on Beaver Street, the elevators 
and_ toilets occupying the easterly portion 
of the building. 

Although the estimated cost of the struct- 
ure cannot be ascertained until after the 
filing of the eae with the Building De= 
partment, it is generally understood that 
about $750,000 is to be spent on the exte- 


rior and interior. 
SUMMERTIME HERE, ALMOST. 


A Real Spring Day Manages to Break In 
at Last, but the Prophet Is Gloomy. 


According to its now established custom, 
Spring took another sudden turn yester- 
day. Contrary to its recent habits, how- 
ever, it forsook its hobby of carrying New 
York back to the middle of January, and 
instead put the town into the middle of 
May. The weather man in his tower on 
the top of the Broadway sky scraper was 
not very optimistic, despite the fine air, 
and after yawning a few times and stretch- 
ing his limbs to get the springy feeling out 
of his joints, he sighed that it was possible 
New Yorkers would go back to furs and 
hot Scotch this morning, 

“IT don’t exactly predict that,” he said, 
“but conditions are able to combine sO 
that we could have snow for another 
month.”’ ; 

The fine weather did not appear about 
the city until some hours after sunrise 
yesterday morning. During Sunday night 
the weather was rather cold, and an east 
wind rolled a chilly, moist atmosphere in 
from the sea. The thermometer hovered 
between 40 and 50 degrees until dawn, 
when the wind gradually worked about to 


the south. The mercury at 8 o’clock had 
reached 49 degrees. It continued to climb, 
and at 3 o’clock it broke all records for the 
year by touching 72. There it hung until 
after dark. The humidity all the while 
was rather high. 

Many sights seen only in the warm sea- 
son were in evidence. The first shirtwaist 
man of the year was discovered in Nassau 
Street about lunchtime. The street railroad 
companies took the sign ‘‘ For Smokers 
Only” off the front of the open cars, and 
even the women let car after car pass until 
an open one came along. 


CLERGYMEN FOR SUNDAY BALL. 


Episcopal Minister and Several Priests 
Favor Games on Sabbath. 


There was gratification among Sunday 
baseball enthusiasts in Brooklyn yesterday 
when they. learned that the game was not 
without influential supporters among the 
local clergy. Until yesterday the only min- 
isters heard from on the subject condemned 
the idea of baseball on the Sabbath and 
freely criticised the police for permitting 
it, but now several leading clergymen of 
the borough have come forward approving 
of the game on Sunday as a clean sport and 
a better amusement for young men than 
that offered by Coney Island and like 
places. 

“There is a large class of persons in 
Brooklyn,” said the Rev. Dr. Henry C. 
Swentzel, rector of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of St. Luke, one of the leading 
churches of the denomination in Brooklyn, 
“who are so closely confined by their 
labors on week days that they certainly 
earn the right to an outing and some form 
of recreation on Sunday afternoon. Per- 
sonally, I would prefer a quaint old-fash- 
ioned Sunday, but there seems to be a 
strong need of some such recreation as this, 
and I do not know of anything which will 


fill the want so well as a good game of 
ball. It is far superior to such attractions 
as Coney Island furnishes.” 

The Rev. E. F. McGoldrick, pastor of St. 
Michael’s Roman Catholic Church, at Forty- 
second Street and Fourth Avenue, not only 
approves of Sunday baseball, but a team 
representing the Catholic Club of the parish 
is permitted to play the game every Sunday 
afternoon on grounds at the foot of Forty- 
sixth Street. Father John L. Belford of 
the Church of Sts. Peter and Paul, and the 
Rev. J. Donohue of the Church of St. 
Thomas Aquinas also favor Sunday games. 


COURT HOLDS BALL PLAYERS. 


Case of Philadelphia and Jersey City 
Athletes Will Go to Grand Jury. 


BAYONNE, N. J., April 25.—President 
Griffith, Pitcher Eon, and Catcher Van- 
dergrift, who were arrested by Police Cap- 
tain McBride and Roundsman Whelan in 
the third inning of a baseball game between 
the Philadelphia Americans of the Ameri- 
can League and the Jersey City team of 
the Eastemm League, Sunday afternoon, be- 
ing immediately paroled, were to-day held 
by Recorder Lazarus in $100 bail each to 


await the action of the Grand Jury under 
the vice and immorality act. 

The game was the first played by the Jer- 
sey City team on their new ball grounds, 
and it was expected that the Bayonne Min- 
isters’ Association would apply to the Court 
of Chancery to-day for an order restraining 
them from using the grounds on Sundays, 
but Elmer W. emarest, counsel for the 
clergymen, said that no proceedings would 
be begun in the Chancery Court unless the 
police case should fail. 


HERDER GUILTY OF PERJURY. 


Underwriter of a Lloyd Company Admits 
His Offense. 


Peter Herder, a wholesale paper mer- 
chant, formerly at 231 William Street, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of perjury be- 
fore Recorder Goff, in Part III., General 
Sessions. 

Herder on June 19 was sued, before Jus- 
tice John Proctor Clarke, in the Supreme 
Court, as one of the underwriters of a 
Lloyd insurance company, known as the 
South American Union Underwriters, for 
the recovery of a policy. Herder denied 
that he was one of the underwriters of 
the concern, though afterward the power of 
attorney which he and over thirty under- 
writers had signed in behalf of Daynes, 
Ryder & Co., who carried on the busi- 
ness, was produced in court. Among the 
signers of the power of attorney was Lo- 
renz Zeller, the City Magistrate. 

Mortimer Menkin of Menkin Brothers ap- 
peared for the complainant, Anthony Shaf- 
fer, who obtained a policy for $1,500 from 
Daynes, Ryder & Co. After the insur- 


ance company had failed the policy holders 
brought suit against the underwriters who 
had given the powers of attorney.  Ac- 
cording to Assistant District Attorney 
Clarke, some of the underywgiters went to 
William F. Kimber of 10 Wall Street, at- 
torney for Daynes, Ryder & Co., and asked 
for the powers of attorney. He could not 
find them at the time, and the underwrit- 
ers thought they had been destroyed. , 

Mr. Clarke afterward. had Mr. Kimber 
make a thorough search of his office, and 
the missing papers were found. Thirty 
actions are now pending before the Su- 
preme Court, and, as there are several hun- 
dred of the policy holders in all, there 
may be many more suits to follow. 


TRUAX’S NEPHEW KILLED. 


When the Window Guard Broke, Little 
Richard Sanders Fell to the Street. 


Richard Sanders, aged twelve years, a 
son of Samuel Sanders of 66 West Eighty- 
ninth Street, who is a brother-in-law of 
Justice Charles H. Truax of the Supreme 
Court, was killed almost instantaneously 
on Sunday by falling to the street from a 
window in his father’s residence. He was 
leaning against the iron work placed in 
the window to prevent accidents to thil- 
dren. Suddenly this frame gave way. A 


few minutes later he died in his father’s 
arnis. 

Justice Truax lost his favorite niece, Mrs. 
A. Bashford, who was burned to death last 
January in White Piains while trying to 
rescue one of her children. 


Bail of Accused President of Hat Com- 
pany Is Forfeited. 


Frederick Mercy, President of the Nichols 
Hat Company, of 2,368 Third Avenue, failed 
to appear in Part III., General Sessions, 
yesterday, when his case was called for 
trial on a grand larceny charge involving 
$550, and Recorder Goff ordered his bail 
of $1,000 forfeited. A bench warrant for 
Mercy’s arrest was issued. 

The check for $550 which Mercy is charged 
with embezzling from his firm bore the sig- 
nature of Eugene J. Cumisky, formerly a 
clerk in the Controller's office. According 


to Mercy he, Cumisky, and a Western man 
went into a pool on the horse races, in the 
course of which he lost the $550. It is said 
there was a shortage of $19,000 in all in the 
accounts of Mercy. Assistant District At- 
torney Clarke, the prosecutor, said that 
Mercy was — around the Criminal Courts 
Building before his case was called. 


DROPPED STONES ON FERRIES. 


Throwing at Boats from the New Bridge 
Landed Boy in Police Station. 


Leo Fourner, an eighteen-year-old boy 
of Third Street and Avenue A, was ar- 
raigned yesterday in the Lee Avenue 
Court, Williamsburg, on the charge of 
throwing stones from the new Williams- 
burg Bridge. The police say he has been 
throwing at ferryboats and tugs for three 
weeks. Several passengers have been in- 
jured by missiles while crossing the river. 

When word was received on Sunday that 
the stone thrower was at work, Capt. 
O’Connor of the Delancey Street Station 
and Capt. Driscoll of the Bedford Ave- 
nue Station, in Williamsburg, sent men 
out in plain clothes to the bridge. The 
policemen walked along unconcernedly, 
but watched everybody. Presently Fourner 
was seen hurling a stone toward people 


on the South Fifth Street dock, fortunately 
striking nobody. “The boy was taken to the 
Bedford Avenue Station and Tocked up.

WIGWAM WISHES DISREGARDED 


James K. Jones, National Chairman, Is 
Here to See: Murphy and McClellan, 
but He Won't Tell Why. 


Senator Patrick H. McCarren is +o be the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Democratic State Committee and man- 
ager of the State campaign. 

David B. Hill has asked Senator McCar- 
ren to accept the place, and Mr. McCarren 
has consented. Mr. Hill is understood to 
have decided definitely upon M. Z. Haven 
of Syracuse for Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee to sutceed Frank Campbell of Bath. 

It always has been the rule in the Demo- 
cratic organization that the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee and not the State 
Chairman manages the campaign. Sen- 
ator McCarren was Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in the Roosevelt-Van 
Wyck campaign, and had full charge of 
Van Wyck's canvass. 

From the decision of Mr. Hill to make 
McCarren Executive Chairman, it was con- 
cluded by Democratic politicians last night 
that the Sage of Wolfert’s Roost had turned 
a deaf ear to the pleadings of the friends of 
Judge Parker to organize the State Com- 
mittee in such a way as to give no cause 
of offense to Tammany. 

That Tammany will not relish the idea 
of McCarren taking charge of the cam- 
paign is certain, but what action Tammany 
will take in consequence of Mr. Hill's de- 
termination to organize the committee 
without consultation with the Wigwam 
leaders cannot be stated. Leader Murphy 
and his lieutenants refused last night to 
discuss what would be the course of the 
organization at the meeting of the State 
Committee in Albany on Saturday. 

Chairman James K. Jones of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee arrived in the 
City yesterday and is stopping at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. He admitted last night 


that he expected to consult with Mr. Mur- 
phy and Mayor McClellan to-day, but he 
refused to discuss the purpose of his in- 
tended conference. As Mr. Jones is known 
to be a friend and admirer of Bryan, it 
was suggested by some Democratic politi- 
cians who gathered at the Hoffman House 
last night that perhaps he was here as an 
emissary of the Nebraskan to learn what 
Tammany’s attitude toward the candidacy 
of Judge Parker would be at the St. Louis 
Convention. 

‘*‘All I care to say at this time,” 
Chairman Jones. when pressed for an 
opinion on the Democratic situation, “is 
that this is a time for Democrats to think 
rather than to talk.”’ 

Mr. Jones said he had not been much im- 
pressed with the argument made by Con- 
gressman Bourke Cockran for the nomina- 
tion of a Southerner for Vice President. 
He said that the South would be for the 
ticket, no matter who was nominated, and 
he thought it would be good politics to take 
the Vice Presidential nominee from one of 
the doubtful States important for the Dem- 
ocrats to carry. 

In thfs connection there is understood to 
be a strong sentiment forming among in- 
fluential Democrats for the nomination of 
Marshall W. Field of Chicago for Vice 
President, if Judge Parker is to be the 
nominee for President. 

Bradley V. Smalley, ex-Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman from Vermont, was 
at the Fifth Avenue last night. He said 
that the Democratic State Committee of 
Vermont would meet to-morrow to issue 
the call for the State Convention. 

“It is not the custom to instruct in Ver- 
mont,”” said Mr. Smalley, ‘“‘ and I think the 
usual course will be followed this year, but 
the sentiment of the State is unquestiona- 
bly for Parker, or, rather, I should say, 
for the man New York wants. 

**T have just come over from Washington, 
and I was surprised at the strength of the 
Parker sentiment there. I did not run 
across a man, from Senator Gorman down, 
who was not in favor of Judge Parker. It 
looks to me as if he were almost sure to 
receive the nomination.”

SCHOOLSHIP READY TO SAIL. 


The St. Mary’s Will Start To-day on 
Her 9,000-Mile Cruise. 


With a hundred boys aboard, the school- 
ship St. Mary's, known as the nautical 
school of the Board of Education, will sati 
at noon to-day from her anchorage at the 
foot of East Twenty-fourth Street. Her 
cruise will cover nearly 9,000 miles. 

After staying until May 17 at Glen Cove, 
L. I., where the boys will be instructed in 
bending, furling, and setting sails, and work- 
ing the ship, she will begin a Sound cruise.

Appellate Justices Will Not Exercise 
New. Power Until Question of 
Legality Is Settled. 


If Gov. Odell signs the Trial Commis- 
sioners bill, the Appellate Division Jus- 
tices who will have the power of appoint- 
ment will encourage an early test of the 
constitutionality of the measure. 

Under the provisions of the bill these 
Justices not only are to appoint the thirty 
Trial Commissioners for the First and Sec= 
ond Departments, but also are to designate 
where the Commissioners shall sit. In view 
of the fact that they soon may be called 
upon to act under the measure,’ the Jus- 
tices have given some consideration to the 
duties which will devolve upon them. They 
have agreed that it will be necessary for 
them to ask the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment for an appropriation to fit 
up quarters for the Commissioners. Just 
how much will be asked for this purpose 
has not been determined, but as the ‘ex- 
pense will not be inconsiderable, the Judges 
do not believe that it should be incurred 


until the question of the constitutionality 
of the law, which. is certain to be raised, 
has been settled definitely. 

In this conclusion the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment is likely to agree with 
them, and it has been suggested that prob- 
ably the constitutional question can be 
raised by having the board withhold the 
appropriation by agreement until its au- 
thority to grant it has been upheld by the 
courts, rather than to have any of the 
Judges take the position of denying the 
validity of the law by refusing to appoint 
a referee in compliance with its provisions. 

It is understood to be the intention of the 
Judges of the Court of Appeals to appoint 
none but lawyers of high standing to the 
position of Trial Commissioners, and it is 
said that unless high-class men should be 
selected, the purpose of the legislation, 
which was to relieve the Supreme Court 
calendar, would be certain to fail. 


EX-DETECTIVE HUME ARRESTED 


Former Central Office Sleuth Accused of 
Larceny of $38,265. 


Henry J. Hume, formerly a Central Of- 
fice detective, and of late years a real es- 
tate agent, was arrested Sunday at Ocean- 
port, N. J., charged with the larceny of 
$38,265 from Mrs. Mary Louise Jex, a 
widow, of 613 East One Hundred and_Fifty- 
fifth Street. Headley M. Greene, attorney 
for Mrs, Jex, said that the amount in- 
volved in the charge did not begin to cover 
the money Hume had fraudulently secured 
from his client, 

“Mrs. Jex gave Hume all the money she 
had, $160,000, or more,’’ said Mr. Greene. 
‘Part of the money represented her hus- 
band’s estate, of which she was execu- 
trix. The remainder constituted her pri- 
vate fortune.” 

The police have been looking for Hume 
since December. He was traced to Ocean- 
port by four trunks, which ne sent to Free- 
hold. Detective Sergeants Reilly and Mul- 


care of Inspector McClusky’s staff placed 
him under arrest. He had been living in 
New Jersey under the name of L. Miller. 
After his arrest he was taken to Freehold, 
where he will be held to await extradition 
proceedings, 

Hume was appointed to the police force 
on March 6, 1886. He is a brother of Mrs. 
Norman L. Munro, the wealthy widow of 
the publisher of that name. He rema'ned 
on the force until 1894, when he entered the 
real estate business with his brother, James 
J. Hume. 

District Attorney Jerome said yesterday 
that the case might be presented to the 
Grand Jury to-day.

Mrs. Bates, Negress, Uses One Lung as 
a Broom to Clean Out His Own Shop.

SMALLPOX SCARE IN BELLEVUE 


Case Discovered as Patient Was Being 
Sent to Metropolitan Hospital. 


A case of smallpox was disdovered yes- 
terday at Bellevue Hospital, the victim 
being a patient ready for transfer to the 
Metropolitan Hospital. This was the 
statement of Dr. F. M. Bauer, who, sta- 
tioned at the East Twenty-sixth Street 
pier, has charge of the examinations of all 
patients about to be transferred to the 
Metropolitan Hospital. «Dr. Bauer said 
there wag no doubt that the case was 
smallpox, well developed: The ward in 
which the patient was treated is quaran- 


tined, the nurses and physicians therein be- 
ing isolated. 

The patient is James H. Jordan, twenty 
years old, a negro, of 250 West Fortieth 
Street. Jordan walked into the hospital on 
the evening of April at o'clock. 
Neither Dr. Brooks, one of the ambulance 
surgeons, nor Dr. Moore, in charge of 
Ward 30, diagnosed the case as that of 
smallpox. The case is said to have devel- 
oped rapidly. Jordan was sent to the Wil- 
lard Parker Hospital. 


LATEST BRIDGE RELIEF PLAN. 


Promenade for Trains and Superstruc- 
ture for Pedestrians Suggested. 


oo” 7 = 
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New plans for the relief of traffic on the 
Brooklyn Bridge were offered by Neils 
Poulson, President of the Hecla Iron.Works, 
at the regular monthly meeting of the 
Brooklyn Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects, held in the Clarendon Hotel, 
that borough, last night. 

Mr. Poulson’s latest plan, in brief, con- 
templates the use of the promenade for 
the trains, and the placing of a superstruc- 
ture for foot passengers. He advocates the 
building of fixe platforms in the Manhattan 
terminal, whére four trains may be placed, 
two of them unloading and two loading at 
all times. By this means, Mr. Poulson de- 
clared, the trains might remain four times 


as long within the terminal as they now 
do, and that instead of having 4,500 square 
feet of space as they now have they could 
make use of 60,000 square feet. He declares 
that his improvement could be completed 
within six weeks or two months.

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THOUSANDS SEE FATHER 
CUSACK CONSECRATED 


200 Priests and Prelates Take 
Part in the Imposing Ceremony. 


“PRIEST OF ALL THE PEOPLE” 


Archbishop Farley Officiates and Echoes 
the New Auxiliary’s Plea for Ex- 


tensive Mission Work. 


In the presence of an imposing array of 
dignitaries of the Roman Catholic Church 
and thousands of spectators, the Right Rev. 
Thomas Francis Cusack was consecrated 
Auxiliary Bishop of New York in St. 
Patrick's Cathedral yesterday. More than 
200 Bishops, Monsignors, and priests of 
lesser rank attended, the priests marching 
in procession from the Cathedral College at 
Madison Avenué and Fifty-first Street, pre- 
ceded by a great company of acolytes, to 
the Fiftieth Street entrance of the Cathe- 
dral. After entering they awaited in the 
chancel the coming of the Bishops and 
their suites from the Archiepiscopal resi- 
dence. 

First through the sacristy came the Mon- 
signori, resplendent in purple vestments. 
After them marched the Bishop-elect with 
his attendant Bishops, preceding Arch- 
bishop Farley, who began the ceremonies, 
while Father Cusack knelt before the altar. 
The new Bishop wore the robes of the cele- 
brant, with white chasuble picked out in 
gold, and a little pallium of white wool 
about his neck showing his rank. .He wore 
a white alb of lace, and the rich hurple of 
his cassock showed through the open work. 

The questions of the examination of the 
fitness of the candidate for the high office 
were put and answered, and then the Rev. 
Dr. William J. Guinon read the Papal Bull 
conferring the appointment. The candidate 
was anointed with the sacred oils, and the 
ceremonial of the rubrics was performed. 
Bishop Cusack then began the celebration of 
his first mass at the altar of the Blessed 
Virgin, while the Archbishop began to 
celebrate mass at the main altar, to which 
Bishop Cusack repaired after reading the 
epistle. 

The officers of the mass were: 

Assistant priest, Mgr. Joseph F. Mooney; 
deacons of honor, the Rev. Charles H. 
Corley and the Rev. Michael C. O'Farrell; 
notary, the Rev. Dr. Guinon; deacon, the 
Rev, James T. McIntyre; sub-deacon, the 
Rev. Daniel- J. McMackin. 

Bishop Colton of Buffalo and Bishop Mc- 
Faul of Trenton took part in the ceremones, 
and others present were Archbishop Gautier 
of Kingston, Ont.; Bishop Gabriels of 
Ogdensburg, Bishop Burke of Albany, 
Bishop McDonnell of Brooklyn, and Bishop 
McQuaid of Rochester. 

At the conclusion of the mass, Bishop 
Cusack, kneeling before the altar, was en- 
dowed by the Archbishop with the crozier 
and miter, and the ring of the Fisherman. 
Holding the crozier, Bishop Cusack then 
received the devotion of the clergy, even 
the Archbishop kneeling. Then traversing 
the main aisle, he gave his blessing to all, 
while the choir sang a Te Deum. After 
this he took his seat beside the Archbishop 
on his throne, while the Rev. Walter Ell- 
iott, rector of the Apostolic Mission House 
at Washington, delivered the-sermon of the 
day. He referred to Father Cusack as 
“adverse to parade and unfounded show, 
not a noisy reformer nor a self-invested in- 
quisitor, yet a terror to scandalous evil- 
doers, saloonkeepers, bribe-givers, and vote 
sellers; a priest of all the people, but es- 
pecially for brethren. outside the Church, 


so cruelly: suffering from error and doubt 
concerning eternal salvation.”’ 

Bishop Cusack then pronounced the Papal 
benediction, cabled by Cardinal Merry del 
Val, Secretary bo: eope Pius X. A banquet 
at the Cathedral College followed. Bishop 
Cusack, in a brief talk, urged that every 
pastor prosecute mission work among non- 
Catholics, instead of leaving it to -bands 
and orders. Archbishop Farley echoed this 
sentiment.

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UPPOSED TO KIOSKS. 


Plan and Scope Committee Will Recom- 
mend New Entrances to Subway. 


Strong opposition to the kiosks which 
have been erected to.cover the stairways 
leading to the rapid transit subway sta- 
tions will be expressed in a report of the 
Plan and Scope Committee of the Rapid 
Transit Commission which will go before 
the full board for action on Thursday. This 
report was approved yesterday afternoon 
at the meeting of the committee, and it 
recommends that in all future subway, con- 
struction an entirely different method of 
reaching the stations be adopted. It is 
urged that the present kiosks block the 
streets, and would, with many more sub- 
way lines using them, prove a _ serious 
menace to street traffic. 

At the meeting of the committee, Which 
was primarily for the purpose of making 
recommendations concerning the route for 
the next subway, it was decided formally 
to recommend the general route proposed 
by the Metropolitan interests, down Lex- 
ington Avenue, around the Battery, and 
up Eighth Avenue to Thirty-fourth Street, 
then back to Lexington Avenue. This is 
the route which was outlined in these col- 
umns last week, and to which, as also was 
outlined, the committee will ,recommend 
that a further extension up Eighth Avenue 
to Forty-second Street and over to Broad- 
way, for the purpose of further interesting 
the Belmont people. 

This report was gone over thoroughly, 
with the changes recommended by Chief 
Engineer William Barclay Parsons, and the 
committee Cecided to lay the plans before 
the full board in substantially the same form 
as Was outlined last week. After this had 


been decided the question of the kiosks 
came up, and Controller Grout led the ob- 
jections to this form of stations, both 
President Orr and Commissioner Smith, the 
other members of the committee, agrecing 
with him. 

The report to the full board will urge 
that for future subways the London plan 
be followed, that is to have the entrances 
to the subway stations extend through pri- 
vate propérty, and thus avoid congestion. 
In London the corner property at stations 
is not taken, because of the increased cost 
that would be required to obtain the neces- 
sary real estate. Instead the property one 
or two doors away from the corners have 
been taken, new buildings put up through 
the ground floors of which are the subway 
stations, with the upper sections turned 
over to business uses. The members of the 
committee believe. that the full board will 
adopt this suggestion in its entirety. 


CANAL MEN’S EYES OPEN. 


Association Will Have “Money to Burn” 
if Politicians Try Tricks. 


If any disposition is shown by the poli- | 


ticlans of either party in the State to 
make a man’s canal record a test of his 
availability for nomination in the coming 
campaign the Ganal Association of Greater 
New York is prepared to take an active 
part in the political arena. Discussing the 
talk of some Republican politicians that 
Erastus C. Knight, Mayor of Buffalo, 
would stand little show of nomination be- 
cause of the opposition which his candidacy 
would arouse in the anti-canal counties, 
Henry B. Hebert, President of the associa- 
tion, said: 

“We are watching closely the political de- 
velopments with respect to their possible 
influence on the $101,000,000 canal improve- 
ment. While we are going to act on the 
defensive, we expect to have something to 
say if an attempt is made by either party 
to put none but anti-canal men on guard. 
We’ll have money to burn if opposition to 
the great improvement, already approved 
by the people, is to be made an issue, di- 
rectly or indirectly.”’ s 

Mr. Hebert said there was nothing in 
the argument tnat the destruction of the 
towpath on the improved canal would do 
away with local traffic, which is now the 
canal's largest source of revenue. He said 
he had no doubt that when the improved 
canal was completed packet lines would be 
established between different cities along 
the line of the canal, and the local traffic 
would be augmented very much.

The idea that Mr. Leo Ditrichstein wres- 
tled with prayer and paris green in making 
the “‘ Heureuse ”’ of Maurice Hennequin and 
Paul Bilhaud fit for refined and pure 
American taste has been disseminated by 
the assiduous press agent, and is in fact 
abetted by the programme, which avers 
that the Parisian play has been ‘‘adapted.” 
But this does some injustice to the new 
piece at the Savoy. 

Some toning down of the dialogue there 
may have been, but if the essentials of 
the story have been altered Mr. Ditrich- 
stein is a far more masterly adapter than 
he has hitherto appeared. ‘‘ Tit for Tat”’ 
is, in fact, a consistent and well-rounded 
Parisian farce-comedy, of far greater po- 
tential interest and charm than the lop- 
sided abortion that is the ordinary result 
of the process of adaptation. 

As for the proprieties, they are no more 
and no less outraged than in the American 
version of Sardou’s delicious “*‘ Divorcons,’’ 
which is the prototype of the present piece 
—one might also say its original. Such 
people as are too chastely severe to laugh 
at the predicaments of a very feminine 
woman who is off and on with her husband 
in the same piece by way of the divorce 
court, being also off and on with a lover in 
the interim, had better stay away. But 
fortunately the number of these is becom- 
ing yearly fewer. 

American audiezces of late are taking 
their morals more seriously, which is to say 
they are considering them as serious only 
when they are a serious element in the 
play in hand; and by the same token they 
are taking human nature more seriously, 
which is to say that they are learning to 
laugh at it whenever it is genuinely amus- 
ing. The heroine of “‘ Tit for Tat” is light 
and capricious; but in essentials she is de- 
liciously true and human. So far as the 
authors are concerned the play offers 
abundant occasion for harmless and, in 
fact, illuminating merriment. The writing 
is brisk, light, and fine, with abundant sur- 
prises—Parisian, in short. 

Not so much can be said for the per- 
formance. The only trace of Parisian at- 
mosphere is that which Mr. Leo Ditrich- 
stein, who plays the husband, has con- 
veyed in solid chunks from the Irving 
Place Theatre. There were times when, 
sound actor that he is, his accent was as 
Teutonic as that of Richard Mansfield at 


his most sentimental—alternately singin 
@nd barking of love. , a 

As for the rest of the cast, they missed 
Stroke after stroke of Gallic wit and char- 
acter. In the first act, where the matter 
is little and the manner all, the productica 
seemed running for a dismal fall. In the two 
remaining acts the situations became more 
piquant and pronounced, and in proportionas 
thev did so the audience waxed in enthu- 
- Siasm, 

Mr. Joseph Kilgour, lately seen to advan- 
tage as Washington in “ Captain Barring- 
ton,’’ was the lover so flatteringly assiduous 
before the divorce and so distressingly ab- 
surdly jealous as a fiancé. He played with 
intelligent force, but the levity of him 
who was first in war, and elsewhere. Miss 
Elizabeth Emmet, lately recruited from a 
piace called Society by the press agent and 
New Rochelle by others, played the second 
womans part unostentatiously and was 
applauded by friends in the audience, Mr. 
Ditrichstein, in spite of his Tutonism, was 
expert and genuinely funny, contributing 
Jargely to what success the performance 
achieved. 

As for Miss Elizabeth Tyree, the star of 
the programme, it must be whispered again 
that she is far from her best in. such lead- 
ing parts as she has lately essayed. One 
longs for those delicious old humorous girl- 
ish réles in Pinero farces and comediettas. 
Yet we like Miss Tyree in anything. Her 
many partisans of recent first nights adore 
her in everything. This much can be said, 
that her present part and performance are 
the best since she went wagoning after 
stardom. 

If you like deliciously human nonsense, 
and are not offended by Parisian atmos- 
puere from the Fatherland, go to the Sa- 

oy.

Per- 
sons who compared his performance of the 
role with that of Rudolf Christians last 
night were inclined to give Kaniz the 
verdict. But to the skilled observer of the- 
atrical events it becomes ever more obvious 
that memory, in matters of histrionic com- 
parison, may not safely be trusted. 

Herr Christians certainly won the ap- 
proval of his Irving Place audience last 
night, and especially in the last two acts, 
when the tragic note had deepened, was 
his effort rewarded by that tense interest 


which, better thari loud hand-clapping, at- 
tests an audience in sympathy with the 
player. 

The tragedy, in five acts and seven 
scenes, involves a story of prejudice, love, 
and jealousy, !n which the central figures 
are the King. his young English wife, Ele- 
nore, and Esther, a Jewess, whom the King 
has rescued from a pursuing mob, and with 
whom he becomes infatuated. 

A charming bit of comedy was revealed in 
the second act by Margarethe Ruehmkorf 
a newcomer in Herr Conried’s com any, 
who throughout exhibited capable takomts’ 
much aided by an exceedingly attractive 
personality. ; 

The cast generally was excellent, Franz 
Kierschner and Camilla Dalberg winning 
especial favor. .

“GOETTERDAEMMERUNG” GIVEN 


The Last of Wagner’s “ Nibelungen” 
Cycle at the Opera House. 


The completion of the cycle of “‘ Der Ring 
des Nibelungen’’ with the verformance of 
“ Gétterdimmerung” yesterday afternoon 
marked the very end of all the public 
proceedings at the Metropolitan Opera 
House for this season. There was a larger 
audience present than had come ‘~o hear 
any of the previous representations in the 
cycle, an audience that was evidently deep- 
ly stirred by many of the features of the 
performance and that liberated its enthu- 
siasm as few audiences have done before 
during this season at the Opera House. 
The performance merited it; but there was 
clearly much more in it than was called 
forth by the matters immediately under 
consideration, stimulating and uplifting as 
they were, 

There was an adieu of unaccustomed 
heartiness to the admirable artists who 
were particgipating, and there was especially 
a determination to signify to Mme. Ternina 
the profound admiration and affection in 
which the art-loving public of New York 
holds her. The manifestations were es- 
pecially for her, and though after the first 
two acts they were shared by all the princi- 
pals after the third there were insistent 
recalls for her that swelled to veritable 
acclamations when she appeared alone and 
was laden down with flowers. There was 
also a special tribute to Mr. Hertz; the 
orchestra gave him a ‘“ Tusch” after the 


curtain had fallen upon the close of the 
drama, and he, too, was called out upon 
the stage. f 

It would be easily possible to point out 
deficiencies in this representation of “* Gét- 
terdimmerung”’ in the voices of the sing- 
ers, and of the orchestra, but it was in 
more ways far superior to the previous 
representation than the work given at 
the end of the regular season. It was 
smoother and more consistent in its details, 
but most of all these was the grandiose, al- 
most oppressive spirit of impending doom 
about it, an evocation of the Greek tragic 
spirit tnat belongs to “* Gétterdammerung 
more perhaps than to any other of Wag- 
ner’s works, and in this profoundly tragic 
spirit lay the distinction of yesterday’s 
performance, 

It was felt through roughness and over- 
loudness of the orchestra; through the de- 
ficiencies in voice of some of the principals, 
for neither Mme. Ternina nor Mr. Kraus 
was at the highest point of vocal excel- 
lence, nor so high as they have been in 
the last few days. Mme. Ternina’s Briin- 
hilde, however, has never seemed upon 
the dramatic side so imposing, so beautiful, 
so full of the attributes of glorified woman- 
hood. Mr. Kraus’s mature Siegfried is not 
on the whole so satisfactory as his young 
Siegfried; it is lacking in subtlety and depth 
of conception, but it is well studied, and he 

resents an engaging and vigorous figure. 
Miss Weed’s Gutrune is assuredly one of 
the best that has been seen here in a long 
time, and it is a refreshment to hear how 
the music allotted to her really sounds 
when it is really sung. %. 

The scene between Waltraute and Briinn- 
hilde in the first act was restored, and 
Mme. Homer appeared in the part of Wal- 
traute. She sang the music admirably, and 
has penetrated further into the dramatic 
significance of the scene than she had at 
her first attempts at the-character. Mr. 
Miihlmann was excellent as Gunther, and 
Mr. Blass was the Hagen, an impersonation 
that is highly intelligent, but deficient in 
weight of malign suggestiveness and in 
vocal power; it needs a heavier and a 
deeper voice.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Senator Hale 
made a magnificent speech to-day when 
the Senate adopted the conference report 
on the Naval bill. His remarks were in 
the line of the position taken by him in his 
speech of March 8, when he essentially 
predicted the disastrous effect of an ex- 
_plosion such as occured on the Missouri 
off Key West. He said in part: 

““I may say that if I were Secretary of 
the Navy, in the present condition, I 
should not dare to go on and commit the 
Government to the building of another 
immense battleship costing $8,000,000.‘ 

“The lessons of the war between Russia 
and Japan thus far go to show the vulnera- 
bility and the unsafety of those imménse 
and lofty battleships, and the undesirabil- 
ity at present of committing ourselves to 
the further construction of them. The 
great and salient events of the war show 
how incomplete as an engine of war is one 
of these enormous, high-turreted battle- 
ships. If she is struck below the water- 
line and the centre of gravity is disturbed, 
she turns over like a turtle and every- 
body on board is drowned. 

i “The language is permissive and un- 
doubtedly the President and Secretary can 
withhold action.”” Mr. Beacon interrupted to 
say: “‘I desire to say that when this 
naval bill was under consideration, I sug- 
gested that the improvement in submarine 
engines was such that it would be com- 

} paratively a short time before the battle- 
ship, however it might be protected against 
the ordinary projectile, would be out of 
date and obsolute.”’ 

Mr. Hale replied: 

“The Senator was wise in his suggestion. 
But events since then have advanced with 
suc1 startling rapidity that the suggestion 
beccmes more apparent. The trouble with 
the great, immense, lofty battleship is that 
when she is hurt she can fight no longer. 
Other structures may be hurt, may be 
Splintered, may be damaged, but they keep 
on fighting. 

“But if an explosion takes place through 
hurried firing in a turret it is more than 
likely to ignite the magazine and the whole 
ship is blown into the air and everybody ou 
board killed. 

“ Aside from the occurrences in the East 
where the large Russian battleships have 
been disabled and put out of service, we 
have had three explosions on our own bat- 
ticships within a year—on the Iowa, ine 
Massackusetts, and later on the Missouri. 
And it is only the breadth of a hand that 
prevented the entire battleship Missouri, 
the latest of our battleships, and the dest 
in that design, from being entirely de- 
stroyed. If the magazine had been com- 
municated with by the fire of the explosion 
the whoie ship would have gone. Just 
such an accident as that is likely to occur 
in any turret at any time during any bat- 
tle.”’ ~ 

Mr. Stewart expressed the opinion that

Continuing, Mr. Hale said he 
woud not be surprised if it turned ovt that

Powers was on the stand again at the 
opening of the Smoot investigation before 
the Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections to-day, and Attorney Van Cott 
resumed cross-examination. 

Reference was made to the attitude of 
Democrats who were Gentiles, in nominat- 
ing Brigham H. Roberts, a Mormon, for 
Congress. 

“Well,” said Mr. Powers, “ we thought 
Roberts was going to be the Moses who 
would lead us out of our political diff 
culties. We thought he would take us 
away from Church domination in politics.”’ 

Chairman Burrows ascertained from the 
witness that he knew Apostle Heber J. 
Grant, for whofn a subpoena was issued, 
but who is in Germany. 

“Apostle Grant is a great educator, is 
he not?’’ he was asked. 

‘*In some lines,’’ said the witness laugh- 
ingly.

KWANG-SU TO ROOSEVELT. 


Relative of Chinese Emperor Brings 
Greetings to the President. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—His Imperial 
Highness Prince Pu Lun, nephew to the 
Emperor of China, and the Emperor's per- 
sonal representative at the St. Louis Ex- 
position, was officially received by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at the White House to-day. 
The ceremonies occurred in the Blue Room 
and were attended by the members of the 
suite attending the Prince, by the Chinese 
Minister, Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng; the 
members of the Legation Staff, and Col. 
Thomas W. Symons, who was detailed by 
the President to attend the Prince during 
his stay in Washington. 

Prince Pu brought to this country a let- 
ter to President Roosevelt from his royal 
uncle, the Emperor, which was written on 
a strip of beautifully woven silk four feet 
long and two feet wide. 

The letter says that the St. Louis Expo- 


sition ‘‘ gives us a fresh opportunity of 
manifesting our _ friendship. We_ have, 
therefore, specially appointed Pu Lun, a 
Prince of the imperial house in the third 
degree, who is nearly related to us by 
blood, to be our Commissioner to the said 
exposition.’’

ROSTAND WON THE 
EXCELSIOR HANDICAP 


Red Knight Second in Record- 
Breaking Race at Jamaica. 


TWELVE HORSES STARTED 


Oarsman, the Favorite, Was Fourth— 
The Filly Rosetint Furnished 
Most of the Pace. 


Replete with shiftings of advantage 
for the contending horses and of sensa- 
tions for the betting crowd, the race for 
the Excelsior Handicap, run at the Ja- 
maica track yesterday, as the feature of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club's Spring meet- 
ing, and won after a spectacular finish 
by Rostand, one of the light-weights and 
long chances of the race, made one of the 
most superbly satisfactory. struggles wit- 
nessed on a New York race course in re- 
cent years. A crowd, estimated at fifteen 
thousand visitors, saw the contest from 
the cluhouse, grand stand, and field in- 
closure, and to the last individual seemed 
to forget personal interest as the field of 
an even dozen horses, the best that could 
be brought together in the early season, 
fought for the stakes, worth in the gross 
$7,700. 

The race was run on a fast track, and 
so dry in spite of the light rain of the 
night befere that the track superintendent 
had a squad of men at work watering it 
to lay the dust just before the first race. 
It was one of the least surprising inci- 
dents of the main contest that the track 
record for the distance, a mile and a six- 
teenth, was lowered by the winner, who 
covered the distance in 1:45 3-5, as against 
the old record time of 1:46 2-5, made .by 
Biackstock in the introductory race for 
the Excelsior Mandicap a year ago. Rid- 
den out by the light-weight star among the 
jockeys, H. Phillips, Rostand, after ap- 
pearing beaten on the far turn, closed from 
far back in the crowd of flying horses and 
in the stretch forced his way to the front 
on the outside, winning by a scant length 
from Red Knight, who in turn was only a 
head before Lord Badge, Red Knight being 
the only one of the placed horses who was 
in the first flight at the turn into the short 
stretch for the run home. Ooarsman, post 
favorite, was only a neck behind Lord 
Badge, however, while the fleet-footed filly 
Resetint, after leading her field a heart- 
breaking chase for seven furlongs, died 
away in the last strides, and stopping fast 
under the task set for her finished in the 
middle of the crowd. 


HEAVY BETTING ON THE RACE. 


Heavy as was the betting on the contest, 
the actual result was one that the betting 
hersemen were little inclined to dispute, 
the single horse for whom excuse was 
made being Buttons, of the E. R. Thomas 
stable, who was slow to move when the 
barrier was lifted. With better luck it is 
just possible that Buttons might have 
changed the result or at least saved some 
part of the stable commission, reported to 
be $8,000, that was bet on his chances. 
There were several other wagers of as 
great or greater amounts bet by other 
Stables or stable followers, for which no 
exeuse was offered. The betting ring was 
the real centre of affairs for about all 
whe gathered for the opening of the 
Jamaica meeting, and fifty-eight men who 
laid odds in the “ big ring,”’ and nearly a 
hundred others who transacted business 
in the back lines and in the field, had about 
all they could do to handle the money on 
offer. 

The Excelsior Handicap was the fourth 
race of the programme, and was run at 4 
o'clock. Of the fifteen horses originally 
announced to start, Bardolph, Florham 
Queen, Ostrich, and Sam Craig were with- 
drawn early in the afternoon, the addition 
of Sheriff Bell then bringing the number of 
runners up to twelve. At the opening of 
the betting, Oarsman was made the favor- 
ite at 4 to 1, with Buttons second choice at 
6 to 1, Restand third choice at 6 to 1, and 
Wotan and Rosetint the two next shortest 
prices at 7 to l each. There was an im- 
mediate rush to bet on Oarsman, who 
promptly was backed down to 8 to 1, Red 
Knight in the meantime being backed from 
an opening price of 10 to 1 down to 8 to 1, 
while the odds against every other horse 


in the race except Lord Badge at 8 to 1, 
went to longer figures, Buttons starting 


at 5 to 1, Rostand at 10 to 1, and Rosetint 
at9tol ; 

The start of the race from the half- 
furlong pole just before the grandstand 
gave. the best possible opportunity for 
the crowd to see all the happenings of 
the send off, but Starter Cassidy had per- 
fect control of the riders, and the delay 
at the post was so short that there was 
no incident beyond the inevitable crowding 
and twisting of the horses as they took 
their places at the post, Lord Badge on 
the rail, Wotan next to him, and Dixieline 
and Sheriff Bell, the last two, on the eut- 


side. All were abreast when the barrier 
lifted, and all moved away at once, but 
the even line was broken in the fraction 
of the first second, as Buttons, slow to 
begin, dropped back last, and Rosetint shot 
out from her place in the middle of the 
track in a rush for the rail position, Oars- 
man, Charles Elwood, and Rostand fol- 
lowing in that order, Oarsman and Elwood 
racing with Rosetint from the first jump, 
each trying to the best of his speed to 
head the filly and get the coveted place. 


ROSETINT SET A FAST PACE. 
Passing the stand, Rosetint led by a length, 
the ethers lapped and in close order, but 
already beginning to straggle out, Red 
Knight of the lot behind Rosetint being the 
only one who had improved his position, he 
Rosetint was first to 
the turn for all the effort that the others 
made, and, swinging to the rail, went on 
to make the most of her advantage in the 
lead. 

At a terrific pace the filly led through 
the back stretch and around the far 
turn, attended by Red Knight, with 
Major Daingerfield third and Sheriff Bel) 


fourth, the peptttons being the same to the 
beginning of the turn, where Oarsman went 
up from sixth plece and 
Daingerfieid. In the race around the tur 

Rosetint stili clung on in the lead, bu 

already Burns, who rode her, was hustling 
her forward to keep his place, Red Knight 
and Oarsman crowding close beside, while 
Rostand, en the bend into the head of the 
stretch, began to move forward on the out- 
side. Bntering the straight, Rosetint still 
le but the early pace had told on her, 
and even then she was shortening her 
stride and beginning to lag. Oarsman then 
Was second, and seemed the winner, as Red 
Knight apparently was tiring and dropping 
back, though still alongside the leaders. On 
the straight, however, there began a ka- 
seeqgecopic caning about of the colors, 
as Rosetint fell back, and Oarsman showed 
in front for a stride or two, only to be 
passed in turn by Red Knight, who came 
again under the whip. Then Lord Badge, 
eighth to the middle of the turn, moved 
up and joined in the fight. To half way 
down the stretch these horses named 
seemed to be th contenders, and then 
Rostand closed with a splendid rush from 
the outside, and, giving free response to 
the call made on him by Phillips, shot to 
the front in the last sixteenth of a mile 
and won a handsomely earned race by a 
length, Red Knight, who fought out with 
Lerd Badge in a head. and head struggle, 
getting the place. The’last mile of the 
race was timed unofficially by a number 
of horsemen in 1:39. 

Track records were lowered in two other 
races, Orthodox, who won the opening 
‘event, reaking a new mark of 1:122-5 for 
six furlongs, and Blandy, who won the 
third event, setting the figures for four and 
a half furlongs at 0:54. In the race won 
by Orthodox the great two-year-old of last 
season, Highball, made his first appearance 
of the year, and was the favorite, but the 
best that he could do was to finish third, 
after racing well up all the way. 

Only one post favorite was successful in 
the course of the afternoon, this being the 
gelling-class horse Cincinnatus, owned by

THE STALLION FOXHALL DEAD. 


Bred in America and Once Owned by 
J. R. Keene. 


LONDON, April 25.—The death is an- 
nounced of the famous American stallion 
Foxhall, at Lord Rosebery’s stud farm. 


Foxhall was bred in the Woodburn Stud, 
at Spring Station, Ky., was twenty-six 
years old, and had been retired for some 


years. He was bought by James R. Keene 
and sent to England to race as a two-year- 
oid, and beat the best colts of the year, 
giving them weight.

Fox- 
hall shared with Lroquois, the American- 
bred winner of the English Perey, in the 
tate Pierre Lorillard's colors, the distinction 
of having given to 1881. in turf history the 
term of ‘‘the American year.’”” He was a 
remarkably fine individual, by King Al- 
fonso-Jamaica, when the late S. D. Bruce 
selected him at the Woodburn stud sale of 
yearlings, acting as agent for Mr. Keene 
and because of his promise he was named 
Foxhall, for Mr. Keene’s son.

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MR. BRYAN’S INTENTIONS. 

Mr. W. J. BRYAN must either support 
Mr. Hearst or Mr, RoosEVELT. He de- 
clares that he “ pointed out objections to 
the eancidacy of ex-Senator HILt several 
years ago’’; that “when the Cleveland 
boom was launched” he showed that the 
ex-President wouldn’t do at all, And 
now, says he, “I can prove to every un- 
biased mind that Judge PARKER is not a 
fit man to be nominated either by the 
Democratic Party or by any other party 
that stands for honesty and fair dealing 
in politics.” This disposes of all the se- 
rious candidates on both sides save only 
Mr. Hearst and Mr. ROOSEVELT. Mr. 
BRYAN must choose between them—un- 
less he expects to support himself. Logic 
should constrain him to speak up for 
Hearst, who in this campaign is the 
only exponent of his own wild ideas. 

Mr. BRYAN is deeply dissatisfied with 
the New York Democratic platform, and 
in his Chicago speech gave the reasons 
for his dislike of it. We presume the 
members of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions of the Albany Convention would 
candidly admit that they had but faint 
hopes of pleasing Mr. BRYAN, They must 
have known, indeed, that in proportion 
as they put principles of sound Democ- 
racy into their platform they would stir 
him to angry protest. One of the plat- 
form planks which he riddled with his 
contemptuous denunciation is reproduced 
word for word from a somewhat celebrat- 
ed platform upon which SAMUEL J. TIL- 
DEN stood in a memorable campaign. 
Another of the planks closely resembles 
one of the declarations of principle made 
by THOMAS JEFFERSON in 1801 which has 
hitherto commanded the loyal assent of 
the party. But, of course, acquaintance 
with the Democratic classics cannot be 
expected of Mr. Bryan. The authors of 
the Albany platform, we should suppose, 
would accept his repudiation of it as 
proof that they accomplished their intent, 
It was plainly the purpose of the plat- 
form to show that the party has returned 
to the paths of sanity and of safety, It 
Was an appeal, an assurance, a pledge, to 
the multitude of Democrats who have 
been forced to abandon the party during 
the eight years of its debauchery under 
Mr. Bryan’s leadership. Without the 
votes of these Democrats, be it remem- 
bered, no Democrat can be elected Presi- 
dent this year. All over the country the 
party is putting its house in order to 
welcome them. The Bryan wildness and 
the Hearst madness excite only disgust 
and aversion among the Democrats in 
Congress. The South has had its fill of 
Bryanism, and it is chiefly in States where 
assured Republican dominance has left 
the Democratic Party disorganized that 
Mr. Hearst has made headway. In the 
great States that must be carried if vic- 
tory is to be won BRYAN is disregarded 
altogether, and the party has returned to 
its time-honored principles. 

For these reasons a “bolt” on the 
part of Mr, Bryan would excite no 
alarm. A candidate and a platform ac- 
ceptable to him would assure to the Re- 
publicans the Electoral votes of all the 
Eastern States. In particular would 
there be no alarm, but on the contrary 
sincere rejoicing, if Mr. Bryan should 
announce his purpose to support Presi- 
dent RoOSEVELT’s candidacy. That would 
involve an abandonment of 16 to 1, but 
he must give up the currency issue any- 
way. On many other public questions 
the two men are not so far apart. The 
support of Mr. RoosEVELT would require 
less sacrifice of principle on Mr. BrYAN’s 
part probably than the support of Judge 
PARKER. 


NEW 


REPUBLICAN LEADERSHIP. 


The most striking feature of the re- 
markable demonstration in the House of 
Representatives on Saturday was not so 
much the utter inability of the Repub- 
lican leaders to meet the attack of Mr. 
CocKRAN and his associates as the ill- 
concealed satisfaction of the rank and 
file of the Republicans at the discomfit- 
ure of their nominal leaders. 

The fact is, apparently, that the lead- 
ership of the majority in the House has 
become largely mechanical, that is to 
say, it is directed to the running of the 
party mechanism rather than to the 
guidance of the minds of the members of 
the party. This is a logical and inevita- 
ble tendency in a party the chief object 
of whose policy is the manipulation of 
selfish interests rather than the promo- 
tion of any principles as to which the 
party has convictions. We do not say 
this in derogation of the honesty of the 
Republicans, either the leaders or the 
followers, They are unquestionably on a 
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par with any other body of Americans in 
moral worth. But they are the victims of 
the pernicious idea to which the party 
has gradually been devoted—the idea of 
legislative favors for special interests. 
No doubt the great mass of Republicans 
believe that the prevention of foreign 
competition in the American markets is 
good fer the entire country. But in act- 
ual practice the immediate benefit ac- 
crues to a limited number of active, 
clever, and pushing men, who are tempt- 
ed to seize and have seized the machin- 
ery of the party for the promotion of 
their own ends. It is these men that de- 
termine the spirit of the party leadership 
and install such men as DALZELL, GROS- 
VENOR, and PAYNE in the places of pow- 
er. The leaders tend to become and have 
already become business managers for 
large commercial interests, and they 
carry into politics the methods, the man- 
ners, and the morals of a not very high 
or very scrupulous type of business man- 
agement. 

Naturally they do not evoke enthusi- 
astic loyalty. They can enforce a certain 
kind and amount of discipline through 
their power to advance or hinder the 
personal and pc litical desires of their 
followers, but neither greed and ambition 
on the one hand nor fear on the other 
can produce zealous and effective party 
sentiment. These motives are not inspir- 
ing; they do not weld men into energetic 
union; they are rather disintegrating and 
tend to discord. A party that is held to- 
gether simply by the cohesive force of 
eager desire for a division of coveted ad- 
vantage must sooner or later be torn by 
conflicting appetites and especially it 
must be doomed to the extinction of its 
moral energy. From this fate the Repub- 


‘lican Party has been saved in the past 


by its pursuit of other and higher ideas 
than that of protection—the opposition to 
slavery, loyalty to the Union, and more 
recently devotion to sound finance. All 
these are now practically dead issues. 
Protection is the one matter as to which 
the party is definitely committed and 
back of that lies the tremendous and de- 
moralizing influence of organized inter- 
ests seeking to control and really at pres- 
ent controlling the action of the party. 
No wonder that its leadership is narrow, 
without fervor or conviction, sometimes 
stupid’and quite unequal to the trials of 
intellectual combat on the floor of the 
House. And no wonder that the followers 
of such leaders are far from displeased 
when the combat results in personal dis- 
comfiture for the leaders. 


A SOUND VETO. 

We congratulate Mayor McCLELLAN on 
the veto he has put upon the two bills 
relating to reinstatements in the Police 
and Fire Departments. His action was 
clearly in the public interest, and, if the 
rumors at Albany were well founded, it 
may be regarded as having required some 
civic courage, since the bills were réport- 
ed to be the outcome of a deal between 
representatives of the Republican and 
the Tammany machines. 

Substantialty the effect of the two bills 
was to give to all the firemen and police- 
men, or fire and police officers, who have 
been discharged from the service or have 
resigned for fear of discharge the right 
to a rehearing of their cases. The pur- 
pose of the bills was so absurd that it is 
not easy to believe that it was not essen- 
tially corrupt, that the intention was not 
to make it hard to get rascals off the 
force and easy to get them back when 
they had been removed. It is well known 
that the trials by which members of the 
police or tne fire force must be removed 
are such as to protect amply and extrav- 
agantly the rights of the accused. And 
every man dismissed as the result of a 
trial has the right to bring his case for 
review before the courts. Real injustice 
is almost impossible. On the other hand, 
a new hearing in old cases would practi- 
cally result in reinstatement, since the 
bills established, by granting the right of 
rehearing, the presumption of innocence, 
and proof of guilt would be extremely 
hard to get after the lapse of time. 

It is understood that in vetoing these 
bills the Mayor was sustained by the ad- 
vice of the Commissioners of Police and 
Fire. At the public hearing the bills were 
vigorously opposed by the Civil Service 
Reform Association, which is extremely 
vigilant and intelligent as to injurious 
legislation affecting the service. The ar- 
guments in opposition were unanswera- 
ble, and the Mayor did well in promptly 
killing the bills. 


THE JAPANESE CAMPAIGN. 

It is not in the least likely that the in- 
vitation of the Russian spider to the Jap- 
anese fly to walk into the Manchurian 
parlor will be. accepted. If the Japanese 
would consent to be drawn on into the 
heart of Manchuria, “dragging at each 
remove a lengthening chain,” they would 
incur all the disadvantages under which 
the Russians now labor. This must be 
obvious to Gen. KUROPATKIN, and it is 
therefore unlikely that he would oppose 
any serious obstacles to a Japanese ad- 
vance inland from the Yalu until the 
Japanese line of communication had be- 
come long and vulnerable in proportion 
to its length. But, as it must be equally 
obvious to the Japanese, it is unlikely 
that there will be any such advance, 

It is a proof what an effect the Jap- 
anese successes at sea have had upon the 
“ opinions of mankind” that in all coun- 
tries military critics are asking what the 
Japanese will do next. As a matter of 
fact, it is far more incumbent upon the 
Russians than upon the Japanese to “ do 
something.” Japan has far better reason 
to be satisfied with the actudl position 
than has Russia. The essence of the con- 
troversy is the control of Korea. That 
the possession of Manchuria is not con- 
sidered vital by Japan is proved by the 
fact that it was the Russian aggression 
in Korea only that moved her to take up 
arms. Now the whole of the Korean pe- 
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ninsula is in Japanese possession, and 
apparently is securely held. By taking 
advantage of the terrain the Japanese 
can intrench themselves across the neck 
of the peninsula and hold it, with a much 
inferior force, against any army the Rus- 
sians can bring to bear. It is of course 
possible that they may make a demon- 
stration of advancing from the Yalu in 
such force as to induce, if possible, a 
Russian concentration there against 
them, and may take that opportunity for 
a dash against one or both of the ex- 
treme points of the Russian line, against 
Niu-Chwang at ‘the one extremity or 
against Vladivostok at the other. But 
such attacks, to have a fair chance of 
success, ought to be preceded by the disa- 
blement of the railroad which connects 


the point of attack with its bases of sup- 
ply and of reinforcement. 


THE OLD AND THE NEW. 

One modern iron and steel plant at 
Hamilton, Ontario, bases a claim to dis- 
tinction on the fact that it bought and 
reworked the tron of tne steamship Great 
Eastern, which in its day was the larg- 
est ship in the world; the material of the 
original Niagara Suspension Bridge, 
which for many years was the only span 
crossing the Niagara River; the iron of 
the Victoria Tubuiar Bridge, at Mont- 
real, which in its day was one of the 
wonders of the world, and that of the 
once famous and record-breaking Atlah- 
tic liner City of Rome. This old material 
was worked over into bar iron and was 
largely consumed in the construction of 
agricultural implements. 

Verily, the fashion of this world pass- 
eth away. For many of us these great 
achievements of engineering skill are re- 
membered as contemporaneous events, 
which seemed to mark the limitations of 
human effort in their several directions. 
As compared with the commonplaces of 
to-day they are scarcely of historical in- 
terest. 

THE OPEN SHOP IN THE CLOTHING 
TRADE. 

The cutters and others who are threat- 
ening the clothing trade with a great 
National strike if the declaration of the 
employers in favor of the principle of 
the open shop is insisted upon would 
do well to remember that great vic- 
tories are never won in the absence 
of great issues. In this instance none 
is offered. Some of the best known 
and most influential members of the Na- 
tional Clothiers’ Association are good 
friends of the unions and would gladly 
co-operate with them if to do so was 
possible in the present attitude of this 
branch of organized labor. But it is not. 
As ong of the leading manufacturers 
lately said. he would never be a party tu 
any movement on the part of the trade 
to reduce wages or lengthen the hours of 
labor, but to the increasing disposition of 
the workmen of the clothing trade to re- 
strict production by every expedient 
which could be devised he was unaltera- 
bly opposed, and would aid any move- 
ment which would break up the present 
system of giving an unfair day’s work for 
a fair day’s pay. 

If steps are taken to replace union 
idlers with non-union workers who are 
too honest to steal time, and a strike is 
declared in consequence, the position of 
the strikers will be weak to the point of 
hopelessness. This is all that was meant 
by the action of the National Clothiers’ 
Association, and if it is resisted by the 
unions they will stand as the champions 
of dishonesty in the relation of organized 
labor to the employer. The claim of the 
union leaders that it means a return on 
the part of the large manufacturers to 
the sweatshop system is too far from the 
truth to merit consideration. It means 
simply that employers are tired of re- 
maining under the domination of an or- 
ganization which is seeking in every 
practicable way to restrict. production 
and increase its cost without advantage 
to labor. The result of a strike called on 
this issue is easily predicted, and the 
sume is true of the fate of the unions 
which engage in it.

CHURCH MUSIC. 

The prelates of the Roman Catholic 
Church in this country either deny that 
they have advised the Pope that the 
carrying out of his recommendations 
with regard to church music is impracti- 
cable in this country or else they de- 
cline to discuss the subject. It is pretty 
evident, however, that in many, if not 
in most, cases it is impracticable. A per- 
emptory order to confine the singing in 
Roman Catholic churches in this country 
to male voices and to the Gregorian 
chants would be apt to result in at least a 
temporary cessation of church music al- 
together. 

One does not need to be an expert in 
ecclesiastical music to see the desirable- 
ness of the change which the Pope is try- 
ing to bring about. In spite of WESLEY’s 
objection to letting the devil have all the 
good tunes, it seems proper that there 
should be a distinction between sacred 
and secular music. It is not a matter of 
simplicity as against elaboration, for the 
“plain song” of the church may be and 
has been developed to the highest pitch 
of elaboration without ceasing to be ec- 
clesiastical. What the Pope has in mind 
in this respect is no doubt to avoid the 
Italian version, the only one which has 
been brought to his own ear, of the vul- 
garization of church music done in every 
country according to its own ‘fashion. 

It is the other of the Pope’s prohibitions 
which is likely to give most trouble to 
American priests. That women should 
keep ‘silence in the ¢hurches is a precept 
as old as St. Pauu. But it has been long 
and so extensively dishonored in the or- 
gan lofts that to banish from them the 
sex which is at once the more musical 
and the more devout would be to reduce 
many of those eyries to the condition of 
“bare ruined choirs.” The conclusion 
which most Catholic pastors have proba- 


bly reached for themselves, and which 
they would be pleased to have sanctioned 
from the Vatican, is that, in the actual 
condition of church music, the singing of 
women in church “ tolerari potest.”

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Country_doctors may not know every- 
thing, particulariy in the estimation of 
urban specialists, but what they do 
know about a vast number of things, being 
usually based on experience and confmon 
sense, is very apt to be useful. Therefore 
we are not at all surprised to have received 
from a medicine man up in New Milford, 
Conn., whom we will call Dr. Wrong be- 
cause he didn’t want his name used and 
“Wrong” is just as far from his true 
name as it would be possible to get, a most 
jiluminating letter on the vexed question 
whether hens “sit” or ‘set’’—a letter 
vastly better than anything recently writ- 
ten on the matter by amateur philologists, 
including ourselves. Dr, Wrong begins his 
defense of “setting’’ hens by calling at- 
tention to the fact that the sun and other 
celestial bodies are allowed to “set” as 
often as they choose, without complaint 
from anybody, and he thinks that this is 
justification for letting hens do the same, 
on the mere authority, as he explains, ‘ of 
common usage among those interested in 
the subject.”” There is something in thai, 
perhaps, but not much, ‘n our opinion, and 
the doctor does much better with his case 
when he says: ‘Another reasen for the 
use of ‘set’ in talking about hems is that 
it is a necessary word, without a synonym. 
A ‘setting hen’ on an empty nest or one 
containing only artificial or sterile eggs is 
not ‘incubating’ anything, but she is ‘ set- 
ting’ for all that. ‘Sitting’ expresses an 
idea altogether different. All fowls, with- 
out distinction of sex or age, ‘ sit’ occasion- 
ally—in the dust on a hot day, for instance 
—but only adult females ever ‘set.’ More- 
over, a hen is ‘ setting’ whether, at a given 
moment, she is on her nest or walking 
about in search of something to eat. I 
have seen three hens ‘sitting’ in one nest 
and only one of them was ‘setting,’ the 
other two having gone there to lay. How 
can I express this ‘dea without using the 
word forbidden by the purists?” That, 
now, is a good letter, written from large 
knowledge of its subject, and based, too, 
on accurate theories of language. It 
doesn‘t convince us, indeed, that we should 
fall in with rustic usage, but it nedrly, if 
not quite, persuades us that the word 
sharps are all wrong in their condemnation 
of “‘ setting” as applied to hens. It would 
be far from the first or the thousandth time 
that they have corrected what Mr, BRYAN 
calls the ‘‘common people’’ when the lat- 
ter were right, but, until the experts and 
the eminent ones who follow—or precede— 
the experts realize their error and reform, 
the rest of us must humbly submit. 


—tTrue piety vastly becomes policemen, 
as it does other people, and it is far from 
our purpose even to intimate that the 
piety of Patrolman WILLIAM NeEssiTT of 
the New York force its not the real thing, 
but, if the reports of an address delivered 
by. him Sunday at a Gospel rally over in 
Newark are correct, the good man might 
well devote a little of his lelsure time to 
the cultivation of those admirable quali- 
ties, tact and modesty. For he is quoted 
as having said, for one thing, that he 
“would rather be a common patrolman 
with a good, clean record than President of 
the United States.” Now, there is no ac- 
counting for tastes, and the preference ex- 
pressed is innocent enough, but it is hard 
to believe that he really feels it, and if he 
does, it proves bad judgment rather than 
virtue, and the promulgation of his idio- 
syncrasy will not add to his reputation for 
intelligence. Possibly he meant that it 
was better to be a common patrolman with 
a good record than a President with a bad 
one, but if he did mean that he should 
have said it, and then, to prove that the 
saying wasn’t a mere waste of time, he 
should have gone on to name a few Presi- 
dents of the United States whose personal 
records could not stand comparison with 
those of the best of patrolmen. What dis- 
pleased us most, however, in Mr. Ngssirt’s 
speech was his declaration that “I, no 
doubt, could have been at the head of the 
New York Police Department if I would 
have accépted bribery, but I have chosen 
the honest course.’’ That, to characterize 
it with the utmost gentleness, is very, very 
tiring, and it is enough in itself to cast 
dubiety on Mr. NessiTt’s certainty. Men 
who can talk in public about themselves in 
that manner do not,.as a rule, whether 
pious or the reverse, become the head of 
anything at all of any importance. They 
irritate and weary their fellow-men too 
much to be popular, and—let it be whis- 
pered in the pious patrolman’s ear—protes- 
tations of honesty made under anything 
except a stern necessity have a strong 
tendency to excite distrust. 


—tThink of one family with fourteen 
members sunk in the dismal morass of 
“Christian Science’’ ! We published a let- 
ter yesterday that asserted the existence of 
a phenomenon so appalling, and, as it was 
written by one of the fourteen, we can 
hardly hope that it was an exaggeration of 
the fact. The writer of the letter reproved 
us for harsh treatment of what, by a curi- 
ous misuse of terms, he called “ thfs relig- 
ion,” and asserted that we would discuss 
Eddyocy with respect if we only knew 
what it is ‘‘ doing ‘in our midst,” meaning, 
no doubt, the respective midst of the queer 
fourteen of whom he is one, It is true that 
we are unacquainted with the happenings 
in the interior of Mr. YUENGLING and his 
thirteen relatives, but we are not as igno- 
rant as he supposes in regard to the nature 
and general workings of Mrs. Eppy’s book 
agency, and the more ~-e have learned the 
less we have liked it and the less have we 
been inclined to accord to the Eddyots the 
respectful consideration they demand on pre- 
tenses utterly false. Mr. YUENGLING d?2- 
clared that every one of his fourteen had 
been “ healed ’’.of something or other un- 
named. Possibly. That cures are effected 
under “Christian Science’ treatment 
can not and need not be de- 
nied, but the following of that 
wretched cult have no monopoly of the 
power of suggestion, and there never was a 
quack or charlatan who could not use it 
on occasion. But the regular doctors know 
perfectly well the value of suggestion and 
use it daily in cases to which it is properly 
avplicable. Not being quacks or charla- 
tans, they do not use it for everything, 
and therefore, unlike the Eddyots, they are 
not public dangers, from whom sane people 
stand as far off as is convenient. 


——It is of no great importance to any- 
body that Sam Parks should remain in 
Sing Sing until the end of the far from ex- 
cessive term of imprisonment he was sen- 
tenced to serve. The reasons for pardoning 
him given by the Central Federated Union, 
hewever, are not at all convincing. The 
claim that Parks is ill is probably true, 
but such claims ‘are made so often on little 
or no basis that there is a general inclina- 
tion to regard them with suspicion. When 
“AL” ADAMS was “sent up” he was de- 
scribed as tottering on the edge of the 
grave, but he isn’t dead yet, and, according 
to latest reports, the prison regimen was 
agreeing with him wonderfully. And now, 
in regard.to PARKS, we are told in the peti- 
tion for his pardon that it is within the 
Governor's power ‘to soften or even wipe 
out any ill-feeling that may at present ex- 
ist in the ranks of labor.’’ Nonsense. It 
is perfectly well known “in the ranks of 
labor’’ that the conviction of PARKS was 
entirely just and made for the safety of 
labor unions and the welfare of honest 
workmen 


SMALL TALK OF WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Bourke Cock- 
ran arose in his place in the House to-day 
and addressed the Speaker in a portentous 
manner. The House had been noisy a mo- 
ment before, but at the first sound of 
Cockran’s voice a hush fell upon it. The 
Republican leaders leaned forward. Sereno 
Payne put his hand to his ear. Mr. Dal- 
zell opened his desk and put his head down 
under the lid, apparently in search of some 
documentary ammunition, Gen. Grosvenor 
summoned a boy and sent out for some 
documents with which to annihilate the 
New Yorker. 

Mr. Cockran stood motionless for fully 
fifteen seconds, and during that whole 
time one might have heard a pin drop. 
Then he cleared his throat, and there’ was 
a kind of galvanic start around the Repub- 
lican side. It looked almost like a panic. 

“Mr, Speaker,” said Mr. Cockran, “TI 
ask unanimous consent for the present 
consideration of the following bill.” 

A sigh of relief went up. Mr. Dalzell 
slammed down his desk and looked angry. 
The panic was gone. The bill was an un- 
important one. 


Gov. Odell entered the House to-day at 4 
time when Speaker Cannon was rushing 
through unanimous consents. The Speaker 
rattles these off at a speed which has never 
been equaled by any previous incumbent 
of the office, using no punctuation except 
hyphens. Mr. Odell mounted the steps and 
extended his hand. The House of Repre- 
sentatives was astonished to hear the fol- 
lowing proceed at railroad gait from the 
Speaker's lips, uttered in his usual ringing 
tones: 

‘‘ The-gentleman-from - Wisconsin - asks- 
unanimous - consent - first-rate-thank-you- 
never-felt-better-in-my-life-for-the-present- 
consideration-of-the-following-bill.”’

While Gov. Odell was in the House to-day 
he was joined by Representative Acheson 
of Pennsylvania. They drifted into remi- 
niscences, \ 

“Do you still hold a grudge against me on 
account of that ball game?!’ said Acheson. 

*“*I should say so,”’ replied the Governor. 
“T have never forgiven anybody con- 
cerned in that. It was the most humillating 
defeat in which I was ever one of the de- | 
feated.”’ 

“* How did it happen?’’ asked Representa- 
tive Sherman. 

“‘It was in 1874,”’ said the Governor, ‘I 
was a student at Bethany College, West 
Virginia.

We did, and that 
was when I first met Acheson. Their 
pitcher was a fellow named Bowman, who 
is now on The Pittsburg Times. Under- 
hand pitching had just been invented, and 
we didn’t know anything about it, but 
Bowman did. 

“We were so bewildered that they walked 
all around us. Whereas we had never met 
defeat, in that game we didn’t score once. 
The score, as I remember it now after the 
lapse of years, was 10,000 to nothing. It 
was the first and worst defeat I ever have 
mixed up in. So now you see why I have 
a grudge against Acheson.”’

This seems to be the reason for 
Mr. Mortimer Green to place his entire 
stock of old pictures, furniture, and mis- 
céllaneous objects in the Fifth Avenue Gal- 
leries, (Silo’s, 366 Fifth Avenue,) for sale 
on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday after- 
noons, April 28, 29, and 30. The pictures 
will be sold on the evenings of Thursday 
and Friday, April 28 and 29. 

Mr. Green goes abroad every year. Among 
the pictures he collected on his last visit 
are some attractive canvases, which are 
not, however, always convincing in their 
attributions, A primitive Triptych, with 
saints of mournful mien, is just as inter- 
esting without a label as it is if you men- 
tion the great name of Hubert van Eyck. 
He would have done better to say Pictor 
Ignotus, and let those who can appreciate 
the simple charm of these old religious 
pictures take it without the embarrassing 
weight of that name. The collection has 
many cattle pieces, &c., by old Dutch 
painters well worth buying, for tneir tone 
and excellent workmanship, such as “ At 
the Fountain,’’ by Soolmaker; ‘‘ The Water 
Mill,”" by Rontbout; “Still Life,’’ by Bilitus; 
‘Old Castle and Figures,’ by J. de Heusch; 
“Dance in the Tavern,” by Jan Mienze 
Molinaer; ‘‘ Dutch Peasant,” by Peter 
Nedek, and ‘‘ The Conflagration,” by Van 
der Poel. An impressive portrait is the 
likeness bv Largilliére of a French gentle- 
man in enormous wig wearing orders of the 
Court, and an attractive one is that of Lady 
Elizabeth Forbes by George Romney. The 
Dutch tavern interior by David Teniers is 
a typical piece, and there is some of Mor- 
land’s charm in the ‘“‘ Maid and Pigs,” at- 


‘tributed, perhaps, with reason to him. Sev- 


eral Michels are excellent, and the pastoral 
scene by Nicolas Loir has much of tne 
classic composition and color of Poussin. 
The portrait of Admiral Robert Blake as- 
signed to William Dobson, follower of Van 
Dyck, is an excellent head. Turfy people 
will appreciate J. F. Herring’s ‘“‘ Horse and 
Hostler.”” Therg is a fine portrait of a 
scholar by Terburch, with a small figure of 
a child added by another hand, and an ad- 
mirable example of his battle pieces by 
Jan van Hugteburg. In such an omnium- 
gatherum it is hard to pick the best, but 
lovers of old pictures will enjoy exercising 
their taste and skill. The furniture, clocks, 
candelabra, marble busts, tapestries, min- 
iatures, &c., are still more bewildering; 
they are fitted for every degree of taste and 
every kind of purse. 


Danger at West Street Crossings.

Every day witnesses narrow escapes from 
a horrible death at the crossings on West 
Street leading from the New Jersey rail- 
roads. The writer just missed being man- 
gled by a %heavy truck this morning.

‘ WESTCHESTER POLITICS. 


A Situation Full of Danger for Democ- 
rack—Wreckers Still in Control. 


To the Editor of The New York. Times: 

The Democratic situation in Westchester 
County has developed symptoms of grave 
danger to the success of the party in this 
State. These symptoms have been made 
evident by the action of Mr. Parker’s 
friends in overruling Mr. Hill's judgment 
that the contesting delegations from this 
county sHould be seated in the convention 
last Monday. 

Mr. Parker’s friends believed that Mr. 
Hill was pressing Tammany too hard and | 
urged the Committee on Contested Seats to 
ignore the merits of the controversy and 
Mr. Hill’s wishes, and to yield to Tammany 
Hall the control of the Westchester dele- 
gates. This scheme was put through.by 
means of doubtful validity and honesty, 
and the result is that for the present the 
men who have wrecked the Democratic 
Party in Westchester are still in control. 

The movement to overthrow these leaders 
is based upon the moral resentment of the 
pecple as well as upon a nice calculation 
of pclitical expediency. Westchester Coun- 
ty is a very independent community, and 
the probability is that at present those who 
hold the balance of power have not made 
up their minds how they will vote next 
November on the National issue. Cleve- 
land carried the State by his majority in 
the county, and Parker may lose the State 
by his yote in Westchester. 

From the time that Bryanism took con- 
trol of the party in 1896 the county has 
gone increasingly Republican every year, 
and last year the Democratic candidate for 
Sheriff was overcome by an adverse vote 
of about fifty-five hundred. The men who 
have organized this parade of defeats are 
the men who were established in power 
in Albany last week. 

These conditions are due to three large ! 
causes: 

First—Bryan’s domination of the party 
drove away many of the best men from its 
councils, opening the way to power for 
those who use the party for personal rea- 
sons, 

Second—This has given a rare opportunity 
to the Republican leaders to win Electors 
by buying the Democratic leaders, and the 
election figures and current gossip, which 
will not down, point to the probability that 
the Republicans have made good use of 
thei: opportunity. , 

Third—The growth in population in the 
cities and towns has been large, and has 
been made up of men naturally inclined to 
Democracy. But they have been driven 
into Republican ranks by the dominance of 
Bryan's ideas among the party leaders and 
by the moral revulsion which such leaders 
always create in honest minds. 

It is, therefore, apparent that the polit- 
ical conditions raise questions of deep 
moral significance which must be fought 
out to the end for the party’s good, And it 
is further apparent that Judge Parker's 
friends have brought about a condition for 
which they must hold themselves responsi- 
ble. 

It is necessary to win the sane and inde- 
pendent vote in order to win the county for 
Parker. Tammany Hall cannot win the 
county. In fact, the methods and ideals 
followed are the worst Tammany methods 
and ideals, and are among the chief con- 
current causes which have placed the coun- 
ty so high up in the Republican roll of 
henor. Tammany Hall's interest in the 
county is very slight. Indeed it is proba- 
ble that Mr. Murphy and Mr. McClellan 
would not approve of the methods of the 
Democratic leaders there. 

The new infusion of brains or virtue into 
the Tammany centre has not yet in its 
course reached the extremities in West- 
chester, and the not unusual natural phe- 
nomenon of diseased limbs growing upon a 
more or less healthy trunk is here seen.

It must be a source of rejoicing to 
to read the concluding lines of the a le 
in THE TimBs of the 234, which poin ut 
that “ spies are soldiers like other sol/jers, 
not a class by themselves, and pec ly 
mean or wicked.” 

It seems to me you have voiced the genti- 
ments of all patriotic hearts. Spies when 
captured should be held as prisoners of 
war. To try and execute them by drum- 
head court-martial is barbarous. The mis- 
sion of the spy is to obtain information 
about the enemy. If everything ig fair in 
— as the saying is, why should the spy 
9€ condemned to death for seeking that 
information? 

The rules of modern warfare should pro- 
tect the life of the spy. I never pass the 
monument of Nathan Hale without think- 
ing of the merciless code of war that sac- 
rificed the life of that brave and noble pa- 
triot. The same might be said of another, 
who Was a pliant tool in the hands of Bene- 
dict Arnold, Major André, whose sad fate 
it is said affected the commanding officers 
Wwno served at his execution.

Sou- 
venir hunters were ready to buy, and as 
hey dropped into the place, attracted by a 
fiuge sign outside, they saw piled on a coun- 
jter before them scores of small paper bags 
cantaining handfuls of “lava” from the 
fvOleano. For each bag cents was 
charged. 

The contractor says he watched hundreds 
come and buy. He found that as fast as 
the visible supply was sold out more 
“java” made its appearance from the rear 
of the store, where the entire carload of 
sla~ had been packed away in wooden 
boxes. The contractor learned later that 
eyery bit of the stuff was sold. He esti- 
mates that the carload, delivered in New 
York, represented at the outside an expen- 
diture of $100 for the four young men, 
that they cleared something like $2,000. 

Upon returning to Reading he kept his 
mouth shut, deciding to bide his time for 
a disclosure until the scheme should be re- 
vived.

Colonial relics, or reproductions of them, 
are worth a continued story. One of these 
in silver and glass is a Washington sugar 
and creamer. They are charming pieces in 
themselves, of graceful shape and simple 
design. Only one of the pieces is a repro- 
duction, the sugar bow), four inches tall, 
with a standard of solid and bowl of 
pierced silver, with a bead edge and mov- 
able handle over the top. The glass used 
in the reproduction is either ruby or blue. 
The original bowl is known to have been 
used in the Washington household for 
many years. There was no creamer, but 
one has been made to match, on the same 
lines, with a graceful handle with a high 
curve above the top at one side. The sugar 
bowl is $13 and the creamer $12.

Oval salt cellars of the pierced silver, 
the cutting in simple curved lines, an inner 
bowl of glass, and four little feet, are re- 
productions of those used by the Washing- 
tons. These are $5 each, and spoons of a 
similar design have been made to go with 
them.

A pretty tray made of silver is a repro- 
duction of a snuffer tray used by Washing- 
ton in his Winter quarters at Morristown, 
N. J. This is oval, seven and a quarter 
inches long, with a little vine ornamenting 
the raised edge on the inside. There is a 
curled handle at the centre of the back of 
the tray. This costs $8. 

*,* 

A Mount Vernon mirror is another Wash- 
ington piece in old mahogany and dull 
gold leaf. It is an exact reproduction in 
size and design, 4 feet 10% inches tall by 
2 feet 6 inches wide. There are bands of 
gold outlining the edge of the mirror and 


the glass, a vine in gold on the two sides, 
a graceful antique top finished with gold, 
and an eagel in gold in the centre. It costs 
$50.

Another Washington mirror is a copy of 
one at Morristown, simple in design, with 
a division near the top, with a shorter piece 
of glass than the one forming the body of 
the mirror set in. This has straight sides, 
square corners, and a flat top projecting 
at the front, and small acorn ornaments on 
the under side. It is finished with gold 
leaf and costs $27.50.

A Morristown table of mahogany is small 
and square, with four straight legs and one 
drawer. It is 30 inches high and costs $15.

Enameled oval cuff links in dark blue and 
white and gold, a line of gold stars finish- 
ing the edges, were Washington cuff links. 
Reproductions cost $10 a pair, enameled on 
gold. An army officer interested in Wash- 
ingtoniana and owning a pair of these cuff 
links looked up Washington family relics 
in England and found that the design on 
the cuff buttons was evidently suggested 
by the Washington coat-of-arms.

Small ovel links of plain gold, which are 
made in pairs for cuff buttons, were used 
singly by Washington, two gold buttons 
linked together fastening his lace collar. 
In pairs for cuffs they cost $8.

Paper cutters in historical designs are 
made in fac simile of the swords used by 
Washington, Grant, Dewey, and Miles 
Standish. The Washington and Standish 
swords are on the order of the sabre, with 
the curved blade, and have simple handles. 
The original swords are in, respectively, 
the Libary of the State Department at 
Washington and Pilgrim Hall, Plymouth. 
The Grant and Dewey swords are army and 
navy. dress swords, presentation pieces. 
The first three mentioned cutters are $1.75 
with steel blades and silver hilts and han- 
dies, and $2.25 all silver. The scabbards 
cost something more. The Miles Standish 
sword is without a scabbard and is $1 in 
all silver and 75 cents with a steel blade.

One is not obliged to go to Plymouth for 
Plymouth Rock pins. The rock comes from 
the historic ground there, but is made up 
here.

EUROPE IN LUXURY 


He’s Autocrat of Stock Exchange, 
and at Top of His Profession. 


MEMBERS PAY FOR HIS TRIP 


“ Barney" Smith Has Not Been in Good 
Health, So He Is Sent to Ireland 
for Change of Climate. 


“Barney” Smith, janitor of the New 
York Stock Exchange, has been sent abroad 
by the Governing Committee of the Ex- 
change, so that in the milder slimate of his 
native Ireland he may recover his health, 
which has not been of the best for a long 
time. While he is away the Exchange not 
only will continue his salary, but also will 
pay all the expenses of a first-class jour- 
ney, 

“Barney,” as all the members of the 
Exchange call him, though his reai name 
is Bernard, is probably one of the best 
paid and luckiest janitors in New York, or 
anywhere else, for that matter. Ali those 
who know him say he deserves his good 
fortune, for he has worked hard for it. It 
is now thirty years since he entered the 
employ of the Stock Exchange. He was 
then a young fellow just over from the 
green island. To-day he is a gray-haired 
man of nearly sixty, but his devotion to the 
Exchange is as intense as ever. 

That the Exchange appreciates his loy- 
alty was shown when the plans for the 
new building, which the Exchange has 
now been occupying for a year, were be- 
ing prepared. The Building Committée de- 
cided that “ Barney” should have pleasant 
living quarters, and so the architect was 
instructed to provide for a nice apartment 
on the top floor of the new building. There 
are nine large, beautifully furnished rooms, 
the furniture also provided by the Ex- 
change, and in these Mr. Smith with his 
family has been living since the Exchange 
Building was opened. 

But notwithstanding his luxurious sur- 
roundings, his smoking room and his 
shower bath, ‘‘ Barney” has not been well 
for many months. He has suffered from a 
disorder of the stomach, and although 
some of the best physicians have tried to 
cure him, they have not succeeded. During 
that windy Saturday morning four weeks 
ago when the biggest fire that the finan- 
cial district has seen in years destroyed the 
Adams Express Company’s building, ‘‘ Bar- 
ney ’’ mounted to the top of the Exchange 
to get a good view of the flames and see 
that no damage was done to the roof of 
“his "’ building. The exposure to the raw 
wind resulted in a severe cold which set- 
tled in his stomach, and during the night 
he became very ill. 

His physician was summoned during the 
night, and at one time it was feared that 
“Barney’’ would not recover. But he 
pulled through the attack and then the 
doctor prescribed a change of climate so 
that he could recuperate. ‘“* Barriey ”’ 


\ laughed at the idea, but when the govern-

ors heard of it they insisted that he take 
the doctor’s advice. They called a meet- 
ing and voted to send him home to visit his 
mother who, though a very old woman, 
is still active and is living, thanks to her 
son, in comfortable circumstances in the

weeks’ leave of absence with full pay, 
bought him a ticket on the Umbria, fitted 
him out with the necessaries of travel, 
which like those of war, are—first, money, 
and, second, more money, and packed him 
off for the other side, where he landed in 
better health on Saturday last. He will 
stay at his old home for four weeks and 
then he will take ship for this city. 


GOLF BALL INVENTOR DEAD. 


The Rev. Dr. R. A. Patterson Passes 
Away in Rochester. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 25.—The Rev. 
Dr.’ Robert Adams Patterson, formerly 
President of the New York State Ladies’ 
College of Binghamton, is dead at East 
Bloomfield, Ontario County, where he had 
been staying for his health. 

Dr. Patterson was born in Scotland sev- 
enty-five years ago, and when a boy at- 
tended St. Andrew’s University. Golf was 
played there extensively, but a pigskin ball 
was used which was stuffed with feathers, 
and was very expensive. 

Dr. Patterson said he was too poor to 
own or buy a pigskin ball and he experi- 
mented with other materials, finally using 
guttapercha which had been wrapped 


around an idol sent from India. It worked 
so well that in the course of time gutta- 
percha was exclusively used. 


LECTURE BY LEROY-BEAULIEU. 


Speaks at Harvard on “ Democracy and 
Christianity.” 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 25.~M. Ana- 
tole Leroy-Beaulieu of France delivered 
the first of his series of lectures under the 
auspices of the Cercle Francais of Harvard 
University, at Sanders ‘Theatre this after- 
noon. The lecturer was introduced by 
President Eliot, and he spoke to a large 
audience. The lecture was the first of sev- 
eral upon the general question of ‘ De- 
mocracy and Christianity.”’ 

In France, the lecturer said, democracy 
came out of the French Revolution, which 
itself originated out of the philosophy of 
the eighteenth century. But the majority 
of the philosophies of the eighteenth cent- 
ury had a distrust for Christianity and the 
religious principle itself. The disciples of 
the philosophers and the leaders of the 
revolution were inclined to consider the 
Christian churches as obstacles to the new 
ideas, and as adversaries of democracy. 
Thus the extreme democracy persists in re- 
garding Christianity and religion as a poliz- 
ical invention to keep the people in ser- 
vitude. 

One of the great advantages America 


has over Europe is that it is free from 
prejudices which are still holding the Euro- 
pean democracy. This freedom, the speaker 
thought, was one of the principal causes of 
the success of democracy in America, and 
one of the best guarantees of its advance, 


TO ASSIST UNDERGRADUATES. 


New York University to Aid Those Who 
Failed to Finish. 


At a meeting of the New York Unitersity 
Council which was held yesterday at the 
University building on Washington Square, 
and attended by the President, the Chan- 
cellor, and all of the other officials of the 
institution, it was decided to continue the 
undergraduate Extension Course. This de- 
parture was designed primarily for the 
benefit of teachers and others who, hav- 
ing completed two years at college, de- 
sired to complete the course. The first 
year of the experiment had shown it to be 
a great success,

M., baccalaureate sermon, by the Rev. Dr.

GOLD EXPORTS INCREASED. 


Total to Go by To-day’s Steamer, $6,600,- 
000—Due to Panama Payment. 


In addition to the $4,000,000 gold engaged 
on Saturday for export to Paris by to-day’s 
steamer, $2,600,000 was engaged yesterday, 
making the total to go out by the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse to-day $6,600,000, which 
is one of the largest ounts that have 
been taken by a single steamer from this 
port. The shippers and the amount taken 
by each are: Goldman, Sachs & €o., $2,100,- 
000; Heidelbach, Ickleheimer & Co., $1,500,- 
000; Lazard Fréres, $1,500,000; Royal Bank 
of Canada, $1,000,000, and Baring, Magoun 
& Co., $500,000. The amount of gold that 
has gone from New York to Paris on the 
present movement, including the shipments 
being made to-day, is $12,525,000. How lit- 
tle effect even these large shipments are 
likely to have upon the local -noney situa- 
tion may be judged by the fact that they 
amount to no more than half the gold that 
during the past few months have been re- 
ceived in this country from Japan. Act- 
ually the effect on the local money market 
thus far ha®@ been nil, call money loaning 
yesterday at 1 per cent. and time rates 
being unchanged. 

The principal influence bringing about 
large gold exports at present is the ap- 


proach of the Panama payment, which does 
not appear likely to be delayed much 
longer. While the shipments of gold to 
Paris may perhaps not be regarded as spe- 
cific payment of part of the Panama pur- 
chase money, it is probable that wefe it not 
or the effect upon the exchange market 
of the approach of the Panama payment, 
these large shipments would :0t be made. 
The sterling exchange market sold off 
sharply yesterday morning, demand sterl- 
ing being offered at one time as low as 
4.8715, but later in the day recovered 15 
or 20 points. The early pressure appeared 
to come from the sale of bills against the 
gold shipments, and when this pressure 
was removed, the rate moved up very eas- 
ily to about the opening price. It was 
thought likely that further shipments 
would be made later in the week by the 
steamers sailing on Thursday and Satur- 
day, although so far as annoynced no defi- 
nite arrangements had been made hy lIccal 
bankers for further shipments on those 
days.

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ATTACKS ANACONDA MANAGERS 


ION. ‘L. Amster of Boston Sends Circular 
to Copper Stockholders. 


N. L. Amster, of N. L. Amster & Co., 
consulting mining engineers of Boston, has 
sent eut circulars to the minority stock- 
holders of the Anaconda Copper Mining 
Company in-which he asserts that the -af- 
fairs of the company are not carried on 
in the interests of the stockholders. 
“The present management,’ he says, 
‘is in the hands of the Amalgamated Com- 
pany, which owns 75 per cent. of the Ana- 
conda’s: capitalization, and they run the 
property entirely to their own thinking.” 
Mr. Amster proposes that the minority 
holders appoint a protective committee to 
represent them at the annual meeting of 
the company, which is to be held on May 
18. The circular also says: 

“It is strange that the net profits of the 
company should have so abruptly and so 
severely fallen off with the death of Mr. 
Daly, who, up to his demise, was President 
and General Manager of the company. 

“* Attention is here called to the fact that 
the production has not decreased and that 
the percentage of copper in the ore has not, 
in the past four years, fallen off. The cost 
of mining and reduction has also been 
slightly decreased, although it should have 
been very materially decreased, owing to 
late extensive improvements at the 
mines and smelter, but suffice it to say 
that the cost of mining and smelting hdés 
not increased; still the reports of the last 
two years show a marked falling off in 
the net profits. 

*“‘T have, however, good reasons to believe 
that the showing of small net profits is 
only a matter of bookkeeping, either for 
the purpose of evading large taxation in the 
State of Montana, or, which is more prob- 
able, for the purpose of accumulating the 
scattered stock, which is still being hel 
in England and France by people who 
subscribed to it in 1896, when the renowned 
English and French bankers, the Roths- 
childs and Mirabeaus, took over the hold- 
ings of the Hearst estate. In this country, 
too, there is considerable of the stock held 


by investors who bought it in 1898 and 1899, 
when the stock was first brought to the 
public’s notice, and when it was very acr 
tively dealt in around $60 and $70 per share. 
These people were bid $60 per share for 
their Anaconda when the Amalgamated 
was first formed, but refused to sell. Ever 
since thén it became apparent that the 
Amalgamated Company decided to use 
other methods to procure the outstanding 
minority stock of Anaconda, first by mak- 
ing the net earnings of the company ap- 
pear small, second, by hammering the stock 
in the open market. The former could be 
accomplished by a certain form of book- 
keeping, the latter by using the 900,000 
shares in the Amalgamated treasury, 
bought in 1899 at $60 per share, with which 
to manipulate the market, and thus scare 
legitimate holders of their stock. These 
methods might have succeeded in fright- 
ening a few timid holders of their Ana- 
conda, but I am quite sure that most of 
the investors, both here and in Europe, 
still hold their stock and do not propose 
to sell it at prevailing prices of $18 or $20 
per share, or even double that. 

“There are two very curious things 
about the recent annual reports of the 
company. First, the profits of the Butte, 
Anaconda and Pacific Railroad, the pro- 
fits of the coal mines, coke plants, timber 
lands, sawmills, mercantile establishments, 
hotels, newspaper and banks which the 
éompany owns, not now appear in their 
usnual place in e company’s annual re- 
ports.

For a time yesterday afternoon the trad- 
ing on the Stock Exchange ceased almost 
entirely.

The John Kress Company Is-Unable to 
Meet Obligations. 


Tne John Kress’ Brewing Company of 
207 to 221 East Fifty-fourth Street is un- 
able to meet maturing obligations, and ap- 
plication was made to the Supreme Court 
yesterday for the appointment of a receiver 
and for the dissolution of the corporation 
by Henry M. Harr, Martin H. Hartmann, 
and William Forster, directors, Judge 
MacLean appointed W. H. Klenke as tem- 
porary receiver, with a bond of $25,000. 
M. Warley Platzek was appointed referee 
on the matter, and the order to show cause 
is returnable on Sept. 9. 

Mr. Kienke is of the firm of Forster, 
Hotaling & Klenke, lawyers, of 59 Wall 
Street, and William Forster, of that firm, 
has been President and Treasurer of the 
John Kress Brewing Company for the past 
four years. Martin H. Hartmann is Vice- 
President and Secretary. It was stated 
that there are large assets, but the com- 
pany is short of ready money and cannot 
meet its obligations owing to general dull- 
mess of business and inability to make col- 
lections. The company has been sved by 
some of its creditors and more suits are 
threatened. It is said that if the business 
is properly managed without molestation 
by creditors there will be sufficient to pay 
ell in full. 

the liabilities and assets were not totaled 
in the papers filed in court, but as near as 
could be ascertained the liabilities are 
about $488,000 and assets about $500,000, 
which are covered by a mortgage to secure 
bonds of which $112,000 are outstanding 
and $73,000 are deposited as collateral for 
loans. 

The creditors are: Nine- 
teenth Ward Bank, $17,000; Germania 
Bank, $19,500; estate of Jacob Schmidt,

A DREAM OF DUKE 


Jerome Says Sonner Was the Only 
Other Person in the Game. 


LESS INFLUENCE THAN BLUFF 


Receipts in District Attorney’s Posses- 
sion Show Two Office-Getting Ex- 
perts Took in $100,000. 


Considerable doubt as to the magnitude 
of the police job swindle in which William 
Duke was concerned was cleared away yes- 
terday by the admission of District Attor- 
ney Jerome that he had receipts worth at 
least $100,000 given by Duke and Sonner to 
men whom they claimed to have aided. 
Those are merely the receipts the District 
Attorney has procured. It is probable that 
Duke was right when he said he had done 
business worth about $200,000 in two years, 
for undoubtedly there are many receipts 
which have not been given to the District 
Attorney. 

“So far as our knowledge goes,” Mr. Je- 
rome said, ‘“‘ no political leader or prominent 
man has been involved—no ‘man higher 
up,’ such as Duke speaks about. There 
may have been, but up to the present time 
we haven't heard of him. According to our 
information, only Duke and Sonner were 
concerned. How much money they re- 
ceived I don’t know, but we have receipts 
for $100,000 which they are “supposed to 
have signed. 

‘““Duke came to me about this matter 
some time ago. As far as I can judge, he 
made little out of the scheme. He appar- 
ently turned over all the money to Sonner, 
but he first received the money and gave 
the receipts. When men failed to get the 
jobs, they of course went back to Duke. 
Duke said: 

“** Sonner has it.’ 

“But when they failed to get it from 
Sonner they went back to Duke again. 
Duke was the man who had taken the 
money from them, and from him they de- 
manded it again. In this way Duke some- 
times got nipped, and of course he has not 
felt very kindly about it. He was here 
again this morning. I told him to stop 
talking to reporters. 

“The scheme, as I understand it, was 
simple enough. But I have known of simi- 
lar ones. There are scorés of fakirs in 
New York, and there are lots of gullible 
persons. It is easy enough for them to 
learn what is the rating of a man who has 
been examined, and having learned that 
his rating is good enough to pass, they go 
to him and promise to get him the job he 
is seeking. f he gets the job, they leave 
im with the impression that they have 
Son him, though they have done nothing 
at all. 

“There are some fool people claiming to 
have ‘ pulls’ with the District Attorney or 
with his assistants. These fakirs may have 
a speaking or nodding acquaintance with 
me or with others in this department, and 
they fool clients by making them believe 
that they can have cases dismissed. If a 
case which they had reason to believe 
would be dismissed is not dismissed, they 
return the money and say that the case 
attracted too much attention, or something 
like that. 

“There is a special statute which makes 
it a crime to accept pay for an effort to 
procure a public position for another per- 
son. Under that statute we shall conduct 
the prosecution. The District Attorney's 
office will be represented in the hearing in 
the West Side Court proceedings to-mor- 
row. Sonner is due to appear in another 
court to answer a charge against him.’”’ 
John J. McCoovey, President of the Civil 
Service Commission, explained. at some 
Reeth how impossible it was to get by the 
Civil Service Board in any other than the 
regular way, inasmuch as no less than 
fourteen persons examined and marked the 
examination papers. He explained also 
that the papers containing the questions 
to be asked of applicants were printed only 
on the morning of the day of the examina- 
tion. He could remember, he said, a single 
case in which a man had gotten through 
fraudulently by bribing an office boy. 

Commissioner McAdoo, when asked about 
the Puke case, said: 

“If any evidence is placed in my hands 
I will act on it immediately. At present I 


know only what I have read in the news- 
papers.”’ 


SAM KATZ MUST VACATE. 


His Application for Extension of Time 
on Dispossess Notice Denied. 


Sam Katz, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
New York Tenants’ Rent Protective Asso- 
ciation, is in a peck of trouble. Last Fri- 
day he received a notice re- 
quiring him to show cause why he should 
not. vacate his little flat on the top floor 
at Third Street immediately. The 
flat consists of three “small rooms, for 
which Katz has lately been paying $14 per 
month, his rent, as he says, having been 
raised within the past four months from 
$11 

Yesterday Katz appeared before Justice 
Roesch in the Fourth District Municipal 
Court and asked that he be allowed one 
week in which to vacate his premises. 
The request was denied, the Justice grant- 
ing him but two days to get out. 

In anticipation of such action, Katz says 
he took the precaution last week.to select 
for himself and his family a small flat 
on St. Mark’s Place, on which he left a 
deposit of $5. This, he supposed, would be 
open to him whenever he was compelled to 
leave the house on Third Street. 

To his great surprise, however. the owner 
of the tenement on St. Mark’s Place, hay- 
ing learned of Katz's recent activities in 
behalf of the tenants, now declines, he 
says, either to allow him to occupy the 
flat_ or to return the money deposited. ° 

“TIT am in the same pickle,” says Katz, 
“‘as Bertha Liebson was two weeks ago, 
except that she had no difficulty in secur- 
ing another place. The Mutual Landlord’s 
Pratective Association is at the bottom of 
all this. At their meeting last Thursday, 
they decided that ahy one of their number 
who rented rooms to a member of my as- 
sociation would be fined $500. Despite the 
fact that I am the sole support of an aged 
mother, a sister, and a brother, I intend to 
let my landlord go ahead and evict me. 
Then, if I can’t do any better, I will put 
my family in a boarding house. Whatever 
happens, I mean to stay right here in New 
York, even if all the landlords in creation 
oppose me.”

NO HOPE OF SUMMONS 
ON LOUIS ROTHSCHILD 


Creditors’ Counsel Hears That His 
Whereabouts Is Unknown. 


VALUE OF SEIZED PAPERS 


Mr. Kresel Thinks Those Found in the 
Ansonia Will Connect David with 
the Security Company. 


While Judge Holt of the United States 
District Court was listening to motions over 
the Globe Security Company tangle yester- 
day morning, the representative of the cred- 
itors in this city received from Philadelphia 
a dispatch that made him give up hope of 
being able to summon Louis Rothschild and 
Miss Carrie Adams to testify in any court 
proceeding over the affairs of the Globe 
Company and the other Rothschild vent- 
ures. 

The message was to the effect that Louis, 
brother of David, had been in Philadelphia 
en route to nobody knows where. Miss 
Adams, friend of Louis and David, it was 
learned, also had vanished into parts be- 
yond the ken of the detectives. 

“I don’t believe we can get at either of 
them,” admitted Samuel J. Goldsmith of 
the law firm of Myers & Goldsmith, coun- 
sel for the creditors. 

Assistant District Attorney Kresel said 
last night that he had completed his exam- 
ination of the papers found in David Roth- 
schild’s apartment at the Ansonia, and 
thought they would make it plain that 
Rothschild the Globe 
Security Company. 

The find included circulars of the Globe 
Company printed in French, German, Yid- 
dish, and English, telling of the advantages 
of the ccmpany, its large and sound capita] 


and thorough methods of doing business. 

Evidence was found that President Will- 
iam Muirhead of the Globe Security Com- 
pany, made early reports to David Roth- 
schild about the preceding day’s business 
telling who did and who did not pay their 
oes One such report was found dated 

ed. <. 

A letter dated Jan. 4, 1904, was - 
dressed to “David and Louis Rothschild” 
and written by. Louis Haase, ex-President 
of the Globe Security Company. In this 
Mr. Haase said he wished the Messrs 
Rothschile to discontinue his name as Pres- 
ident and a Director of the Globe Security 
Company, that he had only loaned his 
na 1 and did not wish to continue his con- 
nection with it in any way. A letter dated 
Feb. 22 was from President Muirhead to 
David Rothschild, tending Mr. Muirhead’s 
resignation to take effect April 1 last. 

Mr. Kresel said that a new firm had 
opened an office in the Federal Bank 
Building, at 590 Broadway, under the name 
of the Merchants’ Discount Company. The 
circulars sent out by the compauy showed 
that its purpose was to discount outstand- 
ing accounts of merchants. The letter 
heads asserted that the eapital of the 
company was $1,000,000. The President was 
given as Robert A. Doolittle, who was 
“er of ae wederal Bank, 

ne proceedings in the morning bcfor 
Judge Holt began with Robert Mt. Waite 
explaining that his client, Miss Catherine 
Heaney of Brooklyn, was ill, and therefore 
could not appear to show cause whv she 
should not be punished for contempt of 
court in refusing to furnish the combina- 
tions for the seven safes in the offices of 
the security company at 150 Nassau Street. 
Mr. Waite presented a doctor’s certificate 
stating that Miss Heaney, who was cashier 
of the concern, was ill. 
Walter L. Brewster, counsel for Receiver 


James McKeen, hastened to oppose allow- 


ing Miss Heaney’s examination to go over. 
Mr. Waite, however, contended that’ the 
cashier was not in contempt, as she had 
not been subpoenaed originally to bring the 
combinations of the safes to court. She 
really could not remember the figures. 

The Judge remarked that if Miss Heaney 
did not appear and open the sates befure 
1 o’clock, he would instruct the United 
States Marshal to take the official doctor 
to visit her. Dr. Neil McFadden of 64 
West Fortieth Street was appointed to 
make the examination, but he could not be 
found immediately, and finally the mutter 
was postponed until this morning at 10 
o'clock. 

Another motion was injected into the pro- 
ceedings by Messrs. Potts and Higgins, the 
New Jersey lawyers of the Globe Security 
Company. They appeared with an order 
signed by Judge Thomas to show cause 
why the involuntary proceedings here 
should not be set aside because original 
bankruptcy proceeding was pending in the 
courts of New Jersey. It was urged that 
the actions should be consolidated to save 
expense and because the company was a 
New Jersey corporation, and its affairs 
there were now in charge of a receiver, 
Charles C. Black. 

Mr. Myers, of counsel for the petitioning 
creditors, said that the petition of O’Neale 
and his aSsociates was filed in the New 
York District Court at 9:30 A, M. of April 
18, and the petition.in the New Jersey Dis- 
trict Court at 11 A. M. on the same day. 

“This,’’” urged Mr. Myers, ‘shows that 
the original proceeding as to time was in- 
stituted here.’’ He declared that the mo- 
tion was adverse and antagonistic to the 
interests of the petitioning creditors, and 
not for the purpose of doing justice to the 
persons said to have been duped by a 
spurious company created under the laws 
of New Jersey. 

Judga& Holt reserved his decision and gave 
the lawyers till to-morrow to file briefs. 

The Grand Jury did not take up the 
Security Company’s or the Federal Bank’s 
affairs yesterday, but probably will do so 
to-day.

FOUR HURT IN GOULD’S AUTO. 


While Testing the Speeder, the Chauf- 
feurs Struck a Pile of Bricks. 


Four men were injured in the wreck of 
Edwin Gould’s new forty-horse-power auto- 
mobile, which ran full speed into a pile of 
bui‘ding material at One Hundred and For- 
tieth Street and Seventh Avenue while be- 
ing tested at an early hour - yesterday 
morning. All the injured were chauffeurs 
employed in an automobile warehouse at 
142 East Fifty-seventh Street. Antonio Isa- 
belle sustained a concussion of the brain. 
Anthony Manchester’s left arm was brok- 
en. David Dillon suffered a fracture of the 
left leg. Randall Collins escaped with se- 
vere bruises on the head and body. 

Late Sunday night the four men started 
out with Mr. Gould’s new machine to give 
it a speed trial. They were returning south 
on Seventh Avenue shortly before 2 A. M., 
with Collins in charge, when two lights 
werg noticed about midway between One 
Hundred and Fortieth and One Hundred 
ana Forty-first Streets. Believing that it 
was an excavation in the road, Collins 
turned toward the sidewalk, intending, to 
run around the supposed opening. The 
machine was running at a high rate of 
speed, and as it turned it crashed with the 
force of a battering ram into a pile of lime, 
brick, and lath several feet high. 

The men were thrown headlong to the 
street and the automobile, after making a 
desperate attempt to mount the obstruc- 
tion, rolled over, pinning Manchester and 
Dillon under it. Isabelle had landed head 
first on the lumber, and Collins was lying 


among the barrels of lime. Policeman Ker- 
rigan of the West Sixty-eighth Street Sta- 
tion, who was on his way home, witnessed 
the accident, and with several citizens went 
to the rescue. Dr. Schnepel came from 
the Harlem Hospital, whither he took Isa- 
belle, Manchester, gfd Dillon in the ambu- 
lance, Collins’s w6unds were dressed and 
he was able to go home. 

Manchester and Dillon were said to be 
improving last-night, but Isabelle’s condi- 
tion is still critical. The forward part of 
the machine was badly wrecked, but it was 
able to be turned back to the warehouse*for 
repairs. 


PLEADS GUILTY TO MURDER. 


McNamara, Who Killed Capt. Jennings 
in Brooklyn, Will Get Life Sentence. 


Frank McNamara, who shot and killed 
Capt. George R. Jennings, President of the 
Jennings Adjustable Shade Company of 
Brooklyn on Feb. 18, pleaded guilty to 
murder-in the first degree when he was 
arraigned for trial before Judge Crane in 
the Kings County Court yesterday morn- 
ing. He will be sentenced to Sing Sing for 
life next Monday. 

The plea of guilty was entered on the 
advice of McNamara’s lawyer, because of 
evidence obtained by Assistant District At- 
torney Frank X. McCaffrey in Chicago. 
One of the witnesses brought back by the 
Assistant District Attorney was Henry F. 
Cook, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Fahys Watch Case Company, where Mc- 
Namara was employed as assistant fore- 
man for fifteen years. Mr. Cook charges 
that McNamara stole $5,000 worth of gold 
from the factory during the last three 
years of his employment. He gathered the 
sweeping’ from the floor and sold them to 
a Chicago jewelry firm. For his last theft 
McNamara received a draft for $2,200. Hé 
was then in Brooklyn, and induced Capt. 
Jennings, who knew nothing wrong in the 
matter, to allow the draft to be deposited 
to his account in the Borough Bank. It 


was agreed that McNamara should with- 
draw the money in sums of $5 Later 
Jennings discovered how McNamara ob- 
tained the money, and refused to let him 
have any more of it until_he had obtained 
a release from the Fahys Company. 

McNamara then made up his mind to kilt 
Jennings, and did so when he next visited 
Brooklyn. Jennings was formerly an offi- 
cer in the Fourteenth Regiment.

Nagelsmitt Says That Visit of Henry of 
Prussia Caused Him to Rob 
His Employers.

It transpired, too, that Coroner Gustav 
Scholer had advised,-Mrs. Nagelsmitt to 
write to her husband to come from his 
hiaing place in Canada, which he did, only 
to be arrested when he appeared at the 
home of Mrs. Dora Hermann, head of the 
furniture firm, where he went immediately 
upon his arrival Saturday night, in the 
hope o. effecting a compromise.
